NO CLUE YZT TO THE MEN WHO HAVE DE- 
FRAUDED THE POOL-SELLERS OF THE 
COUNTRY OF NEARLY $100,000—THE- 
ORIES OF THE GAMBLERS. | 


The wholesale swindle of Saturday—the fal- 

 Pifieation of the result of the Jerome Park races— 

by which pool-sellers throughout the country lost 

"many thousand dollars, was the most extensive 
and successful swindle of the kind ever perpe- 
trated in this country. Itinvolves losses to the 

 pool-sellers throughout the country which will 
aggregate nearly $100,000 in all probability. Of 
this sum about $25,000 was lost by the pool-sel- 
lers at Coney Island. A singular, and to those who 
hold a certain theory as to the authors of the swin- 
dle, a significant fact is that the book-makers of 
this City lost nothing. Their books were beavy, 
for the racemat Jerome Park were good money 
races and the odds such as to insure good books. 
No bets were paid by any of the book-makers here 
antil after the conclusion ef the races and their 
return from Jerome Park. 

If the theory advanced in one of the interviews 
given belew involving the book-makers of this City 
as the principais in the scheme be correct, this 
fact becomes very significant and tends to bear out 


that theory. If it be correct the plan was ene of 
ex al shrewdness. It implicates the tele- 
5 pp mmmethen ty who sent the messages and the 
possession by them or their agent of cipber 
systems used, as well as a deliberate falsifica- 
tion of the dispatches sent “tin English’—that 
is, without the employment of the ‘cipher. 
The managers of the scheme must also have 
“fixed things’ with the jockeys in the first and 
last two races, as their representatives played the 
winning horse in each of these in every city in tne 
country. it aiso involved the employment of men 
in Baltimore, Philadeiphia, Chicago. St. Louis, Bos- 
ton, and other places to do the betting, all of whom 
Worked on the same pian as that employed at 
Coney Island, which is hereafter detailed. That the 
telegraph company did not interfere with the suc- 
cess of the fraud is manifest from the fact that the 
reports from the races manipulated went through 
as the gambiers wished. They worked the last 
tyro races throuch the jockeys presumably because 
their borses for these races, @onstantina and Mc- 
Sowan, did win, and they did not need to tamper 
with the wires or falsify returns. 

The swindle was the sole topic of discussion at 
the Brower House, where book-makers and pool- 
sellers congregate, and also at the Hoffman and 
Silsey Houses, the centres of resort for sport- 
me and horse men. The fact that this is tne third 
time in four years that the pool men have been 
fieeced in this manner set the men engaged in the 
business to thinking about the possibility of devis- 
ing some system by which the actual winner of a 
race can be made known before tickets or 

on the = race. No one 
suggest such a system 
yesterday. Tne general impression is that the 
fraud will ruin a numberof the pool-sellers, who, 
having paid bets on the false returns telegraphed 
them, wi'l now have to pay the makers of bets and 
holders of tickets on the actual winners. The 
money already paid eut will be a total loss, as no 
means of recovery from those who have been paid 
suggests itself. The vossessors of that money 
have vanished, and their sense of honor will proba- 
bis not impel them to returm the money to any 
great extent. 

Setarday was an unusually busy day at the Coney 
Island pool-rooms. There was a very large throng 
of both professional and incidental betters. There 
were lively times in consequence at Anderson & 
Co.'s, under the Brighton Beaeh Hotel, where the 
heaviest pools are sold, at Paul Bauer’s Coney 
Isiand Club rooms, where auction, mutual, and 
combination pools are sold, and at the Jumbo pool- 
rooms, where the betting is light and in small 
amounts, auction combinations and mutuals 
being sold to accomodate limited posket- 
books. In this throng of betting! men were 
several strangers, but their appearance caused no 
suspicion or comment'at the time beeause the ap- 
pearance of strangers at these places, men who 
bet their monsy freely. is nothing unusual. These 
strangers. so faras could be remembered yester- 
day by the frequenters of the pool-rooms, held no 
consultations among themselves, and did nothing 
that would tend to excite oe a The party 
did not probabiy number more than a half-dozen. 
Only one of them, eo farasis known, operated at 
the Jumbo, and not mere than two were at the 
Coney Island Club. The others “‘gotin their fine 
work” at Anderson & Co.’s rooms, 

Each one made bets in the mutual and combina- 
tion pools and boucnt tickets in the auction pools 
on the following list of horses: First race—Retort, 
straight; second race—Ecilat, straight, Yocalic, 
place; third race—Bella, straight, Aelia, place; 
fourth race—General Monroe, straight, Duke of 
Montalban, place; fifth race—Constantina, 
straight; sixth race—Jim McGowan. The frequent- 
er of the race-course who indulges in betting will 
be struck py the simguiar fact that this list con- 
tained the winners of the first, fifth, and sixth 
races, and that in those races the sharpers 
placed their money only on the winning horse, 
playing no horse for piace, that is, for second 

lace. In the second, third, and fourth races 

orses were played straight and place, that is, first 
and second. None of the three horses named 4s 
winners was successful, but‘on all three—Eclat, 
Bella, and General Mouroe—good odds were ob- 
taired, though none was so poor a horse in his 
class as to make him a weak one or an improbable 
winner. Of the place horses, two named—Vocalic 
and Duke of Montalban—each won a place, and in 
the third race there was simply a transposition in 
place of the horses named in the result of the race. 

The sharpers were first at the books when 
the combination poo! selling began. Only 
three races are sold. The first named 
was Retort. Eclat, and Bella, and odds 
of $200 for $1 were given. On the second 
Eclat, Bella, and Gen. Monroe were named at odds 
of $100 to $1, and the sharper over-reached him- 
self by taking the entire 13 tickets sold on this 
combination. and so bad the odds reduced until he 
received, when paid, only about $12 for $1. The 
same pian was purseved in the successive combina- 
tions on allthe races. The mutual pool tickets on 
the list in the bands of the shurpers were pur- 
chasea sufficientiy to make their horses strong 
enough in the recorded sale of tickets to drive 
out such purchasers as buy tickets on 
“short horses” for the sake of the possl- 
bie long odds. In the auction pools the 
horses named in the list given were purchased at 
such prices as they would legitimately bring on 
their merits, but so cleverly that the operators, 
working together, managed to get all the tickets 
and good odds on their horses in the three races 
operated, and a fair share on the first and fifth 
races. The sixth race, the steeple-chase, was not 
played by the sharpers, The reason for this was 
probably that their plans included the cashing of 
their tickets and carrying off their plunder before 
the news from the last race and a possible expos- 

ure of their plans could be made public. 

Who the persons were who were so successful in 
swindling the pool-sellers and getting their money 
before the fraud was discovered none of the pool- 
sellers know. A!l were perfect strangers at Coney 
Island except one, a man whose name is not known, 
bat who was for a short time during the Sammera 
frequenter of the rooms. 

Mr. Burgess, one of the praprictors of the Coney 
Island Club, said yesterday that they had no re- 
dress for their losses uniess it woula bein a suit 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
He said he should pay to holders of tickets in all 
pools on actual winners the amount of their 
claims to-day. He understood the proprietors of 
the Jumbo pool-rooms and Anderson & Co. would 
dothesame. The losses to the pool-sellers, so far 
as be had been ableto ascertain, in these three 
rooms would aggregate $23,000. His losses are 
about $5,000, and Anderson & Co. lose about $17.- 
000. The dispatches from the park cameto the 
island in the regular cipher, with the horses inoor- 
rectly placed, and were repeated “in English” 
with the same false information. 

“ Do you not then suspect the telegraph opera- 
tor of complicity in the fraud?” he was asked. 

**No; because the operatoriu charge was Mr. 
Saner. who has been in charge of our office on the 
piend for two years, and we have every confidence 

n him.” 

“Bat he knows every man who 1s a frequenter 
of the rooms here and a heavy better does he 
not? And wouldn’t they be just the men who 
pot up such a job as this? And might they not 
reach him?’ 

“*IT hadn't thought of that, for every sporting 
man had confidence in Mr. Sauer. We all took it 
for granted that the wires were tapped by some 
one who had | gore ee of the cipher.” 

The news of the fact that the Coney Island men 
bad been swindled was not obtained until late in 
the evening, after the return of their agents from 
tne park tothe City and when the-supposed-to-be 
winning tickets had nearly all been cashed. No 
book-making is done at the island, or the losses 
would have been much heavier. 

The Western Union Company is said to be in- 
vestigating the subject of the fraud, and to be try- 
ing to place the responsibility where it should rest, 
but up to last night nothing had been ascertained 
to justify the accusation of anybody, and the eom- 
pany seemed as far from any knowledge of the 
means by which the fraudulent dispatches were 
sent as the general public itself. During the races 
at Jerome Park the company hasa general man- 
ager and two operators in the office at the track. 
Two wires run to the Park, and on large race days 
like Saturday both of the wires are in use. May 

Sink, the Night Managerof Western Union, d@- 


clined last evening to give the names of the opera- 


tors on duty last Saturday, because, he said, pe 
company was investigating the matter, and he 
did not feel at hberty to give any premature 
information. When asked if it was probable that 
the operators had been bribed tosend the false 
dispatches be said that it was very improbable, 
The men were two of the most trustworthy opera- 
tors iu the office, and if they had been bribed they 
avould have been obticed to take the manager into 
the arrangement. ‘The supposition is,” said Mr. 
Sink, “that the wires were tapped just outside of 
Jerome Park; that the genuine aispatehes giving 
the positions of the horses were received by the 
tappers, the names of the winners and 
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the altered dispatches sent te this office, from 
whieh they were transmitted to every part of the 
country where pools were sold on the races. Tho 
letter and signai of the operator at Jerome Park 
were given correctly, and the numbers of the mes- 
sages Were all right, a fact which shows that the 
men who did the work were expert telegraphers 
and knew just what they were doing. They must 
have cut both wires, or the fraud would have been 
disco sooner than it was." 

The manner in which the false nature of the dis- 
Datches was revealed at the main office was due to 
an event which no tappers could guard against. 
The chief operator in the Western Union office 
tests the wire at different points from time to time 
to guard against just such frauds as this. The dis- 

tches from Jerome Park were authentic on ther 

‘ace, and no horse was named asa winner which 
might not reasonably have been expected to win, 
80 that no suspicion was arroused in the main of- 
fice as the forged dispatches came in. After the 
fourth race, which was won by Frederich Geb- 
hard's Eole, but which was reported as having 
been jtaken by General Monroe, Chief Operator 
Baldwin, as a mere formal act, tested the wire. He 
knew that the operator at Jerome Park, whose let- 
ter was being used, had received a brace of ducks 
by express a few days ago, and he telegrapbed 
him the test question, “What did you get in that 
package the other day?’ The tappers could not 
answer the question, and they telegraphed back, 
“ Wait a minute,” evidently intending to get the 
answer from Jerome Park, and then send it in. 
The chief operator answered, ** No; I want the an- 
swer immediately,” and the tappers then, it is sup- 
posed, restored the circuit, Jerome Park was 
reached, and the whole nature of the piot was laid 
bare. In the meantime, however, the pool tickets 
on the second, third, and fourth races had been 
paid, on the strength of the bogus dispatches, at 
Coney Island, St. Louis, Chicago, Baltimore, and 
other cities, and the scheme bad worked success- 
fully. so far as these three races were concerned. 
The odds paid on Eclat, who was falsely declared 
the winner of the second race, were seven to two, 
those on Bella three to one, and those on General 
Monroe five to one. 

The linemen sent out to examine the wires from 
this City to Jerome Park had not reported the dis- 
covery of any breaks in the line uv to last night. 
and Mr. Sink thought that he had probably dis- 
covered nothing. ‘*The fact that we got connec- 
tion with the Park after the chief operator dis- 
eovered thatthe wires had been tampered with 
shows that the men, whoever they were, restored 
the circuit as soon as they found that they could 
not answer the test question. Now, it is no ua- 
usual thing to find splices along the line of our 
wires. They are pot continuous, and the splices 
occur very often. It is possible thata lineman 
might recognize asplice made en Saturday after- 
noon, but it is not probable. All that we know 
certainly is that the wires were tapped, probably 
somewhere between Fordham and the Park.” 

The pool men and book-makers of this City 
lost nothing, so far as could be found out yester- 
day, by the fraud. It was rumored in the Brower 
House that W. Lovell, of No. 39 West Twenty- 
eighth-etreet, had been swindled to the extent of 
$28,000, which he bad paid ont on tickets on the 
winning horse, as given in the bogus dispatches. 
Mr. Lovell was seen by a Trmes reporter pongees 
and he denied this statement totally. ‘* No book- 
maker or pooi-seller in this City.”’ he said, ‘has 
lost a cent by the frauds. We have had no busi- 
ness for a long while, and consequently we had no 
bets on which to lose. The poliee have bothered 
us so much lately that we are practically closed 
to the public. Of course, if a person whom 
I know comes in here and wants to bet, I make 
a bet with him, but beyond this, which 
may be called private business, I have done noth- 
ing, and Kelly &. Bliss, Johnson, Cridge, and the 
other pool-sellers and book-makers are in the same 
position. Capt. Williams has praetically ruined 
our business for us. Had we been doing the busi- 
ness that we formerly did we should undoubtedly 
have been heavy losers on this deal, for, from all I 
can learn, it is the most successful end gigantic 
fraud ever perpetrated on the sporting community. 
The Ceney Isiand men have been thoroughly 
wiped out. I suppose that they have made $5,000 
or $6,000 during the season. It costs a great deal 
to run a pool-room aown there, and if they came 
out $5,000 ahead they did well. Now, all that,prof- 
it, supposing they made it, is wiped out by this 
great fraud. On the whole, I begin to think that 
Capt. Williams has been my best friend, forI 
should certainly have been canght inthis trap had 
I done any large business on the races.”’ 

“Is the Western Union Company responsible for 
the losses to the pool men and book-makers caused 
by these false dispatehes ?” asked the reporter. 

“T think if they wait until the Western Union pays 
their losses,"" was tho answer, ‘‘they will not be 
able to open their rooms next season. They would 
have to go to court and sue for ;their money, and 
the answer of the telegraph com y would be 
that they were engaged in an illegal business. 
This would be proved, and they would find them- 
selves with no standing in court. No, the only 
thing that they ean do is to pocket their losses, and 
smile with as much as they can assume at 
short notice. I see by some of the papers that it is 
thought that some of the men who have received 
money that did not belong to them, on the strength 
of these false dispatches, wiil return it to the pool- 
sellers, That is sheer nonsense, as everybody who 
has ever had anything to do witm gambling knows. 
The money which is gone will have to be poeketea 
as a dead loss. andthore who have paid it under- 
stand this perfectty well, and I don’t believe they 
will kick over it.” 

* Have the pool-sellers taken any action to pre- 
vent frauds of this kind im the future?’ 

“* What action can they take? There are several 
reasons for paying bets after the decision of each 
race. The principal one is that the men who bet 
have a limited capital; they want to turn it over 
on each race, and the pool-sellers want to make 
their percentage on each race. To do this the 
telegraph must: be trusted, unless the betting is 
done at the track itself. I know of no way to 
guard against tapping the wires, or to prevent an 
operator from sending a false op of the races 
if he has been bribed to doso. This whole matter 
is simply one of the incidents of life on the race- 
course, and I don’t see what precautions could 
have been taken to prevent the fraud.” 

At the Brower House the opinions expressed dif- 
fered widely. A great many of the gamblers who 
tramped the bar-room were strong in the convic- 
tion that the operator at Jerome Park had been 
bribed to send the false dispatches, and that the 
wires had not been tapped atall. Others expressed 
the opinion that the book-makers of this City were 
responsible for the frauds, that they had either 
bribed the operator or procured men to tap the 
wires, anc that they bad sent their agents to Coney 
Island and the cities in the West where pools are 
sold to take the odds offered against the horses 
which were to be announced as the winners. 
**Don't you see whata grand scheme this was?’ 
said an old gambler who knows every move that 
is made by the fraternity in this City. ‘The pool- 
sellers here have been doing absolutely nothing 
lately, aud the book-makers have done very little, 
the police have watched them so closely. The 
have lost a great deal of money by this enforce 
idleness during the season, and my theory, which 
is based upon facts which I cannot give you now, 
is that they have arranged this whole business to 
take from their more fortunate brothers in the 
West a part of their surplus earnings. It has suc- 
ceeded admirably, but if the men who tapped the 
wires are discovered it will go hard with them.”

THE SWILNULE IN OTHER CITIES. 

BaLtTmmoreg, Oct. 14.—The pool-sellers in this 
city are very much excited to-day over the swindle 
played upon them yesterday by bogus dispatches 
about the Jerome Park races. Their losses were 
about as follows: Rice & Jordan, $1,500; James & 
Co., $1,500; Medenger Brothers, $1,000. Mr. J. T. 
Rice, of the firm of Rice & Jordan, whose pool- 
room is on Fayette-street, near Calvert, states that 
while the races were in progress during the after- 
noon a stranger came into the rooms and played 
very heavily, bothin the books and by combination 
on Eclatin the seeond race, on Bella in the third, 
on Eole in the fourth, and on Constantina in the 
fifth. He did not concern himself at all with the 
first race or the sixth. He designedly bet on Con- 
stantina in the fifth race, this being the only horse 
whieh the official report shows to have won. After 
the reception of the false dispatch as to the winner 


of the second event, the swindler was paid $200, 
the amount his tickets called for, and when he re- 
ceived the money he very smilingly remarked that 
he was “lucky to-day.” He was not again seen 
until after the third race, when his tickets were 
again cashed. He promptly put in an appearance 
after each subsequent race, and as promptly re- 
ceived bis cash. The whole amount paid him is 
estimated at $600. Tickets held by other persons, 
who are regular eustomers at the rooms, were also 
cashed, but Mr. Rice relies upon their honesty to 
refundthe money. Many tickets yet remain to be 
cashed, but these will not draw very heavily 
upon the funds of the firm. Mr. Rice states 
that the discovery of the frand was made 
near the completion of the races. He 
observed the telegraph operator talking 
with the main office in New-York, and, thinking 
this was unusual, asked bim what he was doing. 
He excitedly replied that something was wrong, 
and only a few minutes were sufficient to explain 
the whole matter. It wasthen too late, as the 
false tickets had been paid off. Mr. Rice did not 
inform the police, and no effort, as a consequence, 
has been made to arrest the successful player. He 
is deseribed as a medium built man, handsomely 
dressed, with dark hair and a very prominent scar 
on hie nose. From his conversation with the op- 
erator at the pool-room, it is was theucht he was 
himself at one time in the same business. The 
same man appears to have ‘‘ worked” all ths 
pool-rooms just as he did that of Rice & Jor- 
dan. He is thought to have taken the first train 
north after be got his ticketscashed on the fourth 
race, 

Mr. Gamble, of James & Co.’s place on Fayette- 
street, expressed the opinion that it was not the in- 
tention of the conspirators to make a determined 
-taid on Baltimore, “This place is teo close to 
New-York,” remarked Mr. Gambie, “and. besides 
this, I don’t think the man bad enough money to 
play hesvily. He was very cautious and evidently 
understood what he wasdoing. Had he attempted 
to beat in the auetion pools we would have caught 
him instantly, as our suspicions would have been 
aroused by seeing a stranger betting heavily on a 
particular horse.” 

Cuicaco, Oct. 14.—The tapping of the wires 
in the interest of the pool-room sharks had con- 
siderable effect here. Of course. these doctored 
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reports were sent to the Chicago pool-rooms, and 
there was weeping and wailing and gnashing 
of teeth here t evening. One man cashed 
a combination ticket which he had ey 
chased for 2 cents and received $179 30, 
but the wrong horse helped him out. One of the 
prepetsters o a pool-room, in response to ques- 
lonsas to his Jesses, said: ‘*Ob, we only lose 
about $100 or $150. You see we have on our books 
arecord of the auction pools sold, and we know 
all of our patrons, so we can set things all right. 
Those who give initials in buying, if wedo not 
know them, we lose to them, but will remember 
them if they come again. nenpors the New-York 
and Philadelphia rooms lost heavily by the trick. 
You see we don't —~ tiekets to those we do not 
know until after the races are over."’ 

**How about your combinations?" 

“Oh, only about $300 or $400 has been paid out 
on them. We shail make good — dollar to 
those who actually win money—that is, provided 
they have not destroyed their tickets."’ 

Mr. Fox, who is in one of the other pool-rooms, 
said his room bad not lost much. Those who had 
torn up winning combinations were chasing them- 
selves around several blocks when they heard what 
they had done. One 1 man had spent $12 in 
combinations, having Eole in every one, and when 
he heard that Eole had lost he threw them all away 
in disgust. An hour later he learned that four of 
his tickets were worth $48 each. and he was a 
sight to bebola. But the New-York sports who 
were in the ring probably opened wine last night. 

Riley & Co. lost about $2,500 by the false dis- 
patches. A considerable part of this sum, however, 
was paid to regular customers, and will be re- 
turned. Their net loss will be about $1,500. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 14.—A sensation was cre- 
ated here last evening by the announcement that 
H. O. Price & Co., the Fifth-avenue pool-sellers, had 
been done out of about $5,000 by means of a West- 
ern Union wire having been tapped at some point 
between Jerome Park and this city. At the vvol- 
rooms the excitement was intense, and crowds 
were closely scanning the floorin search of com- 
bination tiokets that had been thrown away as 
worthless. In the midst of this unusual scene Mr. 
Priee entered, and, in answer to the query whetber 
it wasa fact that he had been victimized, he re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

**How much will the firm lose by the.deal?”’ 

“We had soid just $4,540 on the three races 
which were ‘ queered,’ and I suppose we will lose 
nearly or all of that amount.” 

“When did you first learn that the wrong re- 
sults had been sent to you?” 

**Not until the last race was in and a majority of 
the pools had been cashed. Then I received a tel- 
egram from the manager of the Western Union at 
the New-York office saying that the wires had been 
tapped between New-York City and Jerome Park, 
and incorrect results were sent abroad. The cor- 
rections were sent to us just as soon as the job 
was discovered, but they came a trifle too late to 
be of any great value to us.”’ 

**Have you any idea that the job was put up 
with . view of working an exclusive steal on your 
room ?"’ 

“Ob, no: you see we know many of our buyers, 
and none of them were heavy winners. The pools 
on Bella, Eclat, and General Monroe were dis- 
tributed between 50 or more speculators, which 
goes to show that the persons who tapped the line 
did not have any one bere to buy up the pools on 
these horses. It’s an old dodge, and the chances 
are that the scheme was put up with special refer- 
enoe to some of the big rooms in New-York.” 

a rh you ever caught before by this kind ofa 
steal?” 

“Yes, once this season, but not fora large 
amount.”’ 

* What do you propose te do in the present in- 
stance ?”’ 

“ Pay every dollar of the loss, to be sure. You 
see, we have already paid ‘the amount once, but 
tickets on Eole, Aelia, and the Britomarte colt are 
perfectly good, and, in consequence, we will have 
to pay them over. Of course, we know the men 
who were paid on losing tickets, as we keep 4 
record of all buyers, and some who have got our 
money may and doubtless will be honest enough 
to return it; but in case they see fit to keep it 
there is no way by which we can recover it.” 

* Did you entertain any suspicion during the day 
that the resuits were coming wrong ?”’ 

“Oh, no. Horse-races are so uncertain that 
nothing furnishes a surprise to regularspeculators. 
Bella was selling up rather strong during the after- 
noon, which struck me asa trifle queer. but there 
is no rule for fixing odds, and equally strange 
things happen often.” 

“ Will you make any effort to hold the telegraph 
eompany responsible for your loss?” 

** Yes, Sir. We made.a week effort to recover 
damages the first time, and we got the worst of it, 
but as the amount of our loss was small we did 
not push the matter very hard. This time, how- 
ever, we will press our claim with more vigor.” 

At Judd & Co.'s it was ascertained that about 
$200 had been paid on losing combination tickets. 
which will have to be made good, and the Diamond 
Alley Room, No. 82, lost $100 on combinations. 
The affair created an unusual amount of talkon 
the streets, and eonsiderable sympathy was ex- 
pressed with the losers. 


Sr. Louis, Oct. 14.—The pool-sellers have 
not yet discovered how the swindle from which 
they suffered yesterday was accomplished, and are 
anxiously awaiting definite news on the subject 
from the East. At Reche’s, the principal 
pool-reom here, it is claimed that their 
losses are mot 80 heavy as has been 
stated, but the information was supplied by 
the book-maker, Hatfield, that the horses repre- 
sented as winning the races had been very heavily 
backed in the books, and large payments were 
made onthe bogus reports before their true na- 
ture was discovered. They claim to-day that there 
is evidence that representatives of the chief opera-

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AN EXCURSION STEAMER AGROUND 
|. NARROW ESCAPE OF A PARTY OF EXCURSION- 
I8TS FROM DROWNING. 

StTonineTon, Conn., Oct. 14.—The steamer 
Julia, returning from Norwich lest night during a 
heavy fog and storm, ran en the rocks to the west- 
ward of Wamphasset Point, about one mile from 
Stonington, and the lives of over 150 persons were 
Placed in imminent peril. The steamer had 
on board the officers and members of the Stoning- 
ton Steam Fire Engine Company, the Stonington 
Brass Band, and the National Band, of Providence, 
besides excursionists, among whom were about 15 


ladies, all of whom had been attending 
the firemen’s parade at Norwich on Satur- 
day. Leaving New-London about midnight, the 
steamer came down through Fisher’s Island sound 
very eautiously on account of the gale, making 
the light-ship off Stonington Harbor ali rignt. I+ 
is said that ptied os | to a defective compass the 
course she steered carried her directly on the 
rocks. As soon as the struck the steam 
connection pipes broke and the steam enveloved 
the steamer in all parts, creating great excitement 
among the passengers. ‘here was a general rush 
for life-preservers and boats. The first boat low- 
ered was sent at once to Stonington to arouse the 
inhabitants and secure aid, which was soon at 
hand. Lieut. Wadhams. commanding the United 
States achooner Palinurus, ordered all her gigs and 
cutters into service, and they were soon along- 
side of the stranded steamer, and with these 
ard the aid of the steamer’s six boats the 
passengers were safely landed at Wamphasset, 
where teams had been sent to bring them home. 
It was nearly darlight before the last of the strag- 
giers arrived. There were many ludicrous inci- 
dents of the escape. Men with bass drums or brass 
instruments, each with life-preservers around 
their waists, were landed. One man 
was asleep when the steamer struck, and 
the first jump he made was overboard. He was 
subsequently picked up, however. Many were 
scalded by the escaping steam, and an alarm of 
fire on board added to the excitement. As the 
gale subsided the crew of the Palimurus were able 
to get anchors out, so that at high 
water, the steamer’s pumps being able to 
keep her free, she was floated from the 
rocks, and tugs arriving from New-London the dis- 
abled steamer was towed to Noank, where she will 
be placed on the marine railway for repairs. The 
Julia is a new boat, and runs on the route between 
Watch hill and Westerly during the Summer sea- 
son. The saving of all the passengers and of the 
steamer is considered almost miraculous,

NEGRO-HAITERS IN TROUBLE. 
THE PERPETRATORS OF OUTRAGES IN GEOR- 
GIA TO BE BROUGAT TO TRIAL, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 14.—The Banks County 
Kuklux cases will come up for trial in the United 
States Court Wednesday, and will create a 
sensation. The persons who are charged with 
having conneetion with the affair have been 
indicted and are now under bond in sums ranging 
from $1,500 to $2,500. Four members of the Yar- 
borough family—Jasper, Cole, Neal, and James 
—are among the indicted, as also are E. H. 
Greene, State Lemons, and others. The alleged 
outrages were committed several months ago and 
caused a reign of terror in Banks County, espeeial- 


ly among the colored people. The conservative 
cltizens held a meeting when the marauding was 
at its height and denounced it in unmeasured 
terms. 

In Banks and Jaekson Counties the negroes 
have begun to aeeumulate some property. There 
was in Banks County several months ago an ele- 
ment of white people who decided that the black 
man should go, and he was accordingly ordered to 
take up his bed and walk. As a means of 
emphasizing the proclamation, men of a wild and 
reckless crew made nightly raids around the coun- 
try, carrying consternation and hiekory withes to 
the cabins of the colpred men. A number of ne- 
groes were used up. Some were shot, others were 
terribly whipped, and one or two were killed. Berry 
Sanders, a clever old negro, was shot in three 
places as he started to run from _ his house 
when the murauders surrounded it and 
threatened to fire _ it. Two of the 
balls are still in bis body. Negrees 
who have been before the Grand Jury, showed 
plainly marks left by whippings and beatings. The 
Grand Jury compelled them toremove their cloth- 
ing and exhibit the scars. One of the outrages 
was reported as follows: Raiders went to the house 
of Cad Bush, knocked down the door, fan in on 
him, knocked him on the head with a pistol, 
dragged him out of doors, and bit him 175 lashes on 
his naked back with hickorysticks. Matilda Davia 
was whipped by 11 menon her naked back, each 
man giving her 25 blows. 
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BIG STEAMERS AT NEW-ORLEANS. 
THE JETTIES IMPROVING THE COMMERCE 
OF THE CITY. 
New-Or.eEans, Oct. 14.—The establishment 
of deep water through the jetties at the mouth 
of the Mississippi River is now bearing fruit in the 
character of the shipping which now comes into 


this port. Before the completion of the improve- 


ments for opening the mouth of the river, this 
city could be reached from the sea by vessels 
drawing only 18 or 19 feet at the utmost. For sev- 
eral years the class of vessels coming here has 
steadily increased in size and capacity, until now 
the largest ships that ply the ocean come here. 
To-day the largest ship that ever visited this 
port passed through the jetties and to-night is an- 
chered in front of the city. She is the British 
steam-ship Silvertown, built and used by the Sil- 
vertown India Rubber Telegraph Company 
for jJaying ocean cables. She is an iron 
steamer of 4,935 tons gross register, 338 feet 
long, 55 feet beam. and 34 feet 6 inches deep. She 
has a cargo capacity for 15,000 bales of cotton, and 
has already a cargo engaged by her agents. 
No such marine monster has ever before 
been in the Mississippi River. About the 
same time to-day the British steam-ship 
Egyptian Monarch, of the Monarch Line, of Lon- 
don, arrived here. She is also a very large ship, of 
8.916 tons gross register, with a cargo of steel rails. 
These great carriers can be operated more eco- 
nomically than small ships, which are being stead- 
ily driven into the trade with shallow-water ports.

A BOSTON MAN’S LIBEL SUIT. 
Boston, Oct. 14.—Edwin G. Walker, who 
has brought a libel suit against the Post, which 
published an article alleging that he was con- 
victed of being drunk and disturbing the peace in 


the court over which Gov. Butler has nominated 
him to preside, declares that he was never 
arraigned in court in his life, and that the allega- 
tions are wholly false. He says that on the even- 
ing preceding tbe city election in 1875 he was— 
through couspiraoy, he believes, because be was a 
strong supporter of one of the candidates— 
taken to the police station, detained a 
short time, and then dismissea, no case 
ever being brought agrinst him. He 
declares that the entries that exist on the decket 
of the court present a magnified report of this 
case; that the accompanying records bear very 
strong evidence of forgery, and that though the 
affair occurred in 1875, the records have certainly 

been written only a few weeks.

GEORGIA STATE BONDS. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 14,—State Treasurer 
Speer has decided not to place the State funds in 
the banks in New-York City to pay the principal 
and interest on the State bonds, which are required 


His 
reason is the failure of the Legislature to permit 
him to designate a New-York depository. This 
failure renders him personally liable for any loss 
of funds that might oceur by depositing money in 
New-York, even for the purpose specified in the 
bend acts and on the faceof the bonds. This 
risk he refuses to run and _ will require all 
holders of Georgia bonds in the United States and 
Europe to present the original and coupons at the 
Treasury here for the payment of principal and 
interest. He regrets the necessity for bis action, 
but hopes the next Legislature, meeting in Novem- 
ber, 1884, will remedy the matter.

A NOVELTY IN SHIP-BUILDING. 
A SWEDISH INVENTOR’S DESIGN FOR SWIFT 
AND STRONG 8STEAM-SHITPS., 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Gen. W. S. Rose- 
crans, member of Congress from San Francisco, 
called at the White House yesterday, in company 
with Capt. Charles G. Lundborg, formeriy. of the 
Royal Swedish Navy, to present a memori- 
al inviting the attention of the . President 
and Congress to what is described as 


a remarkably novel and important design for the 
construction of ocean steam-ships, which the 
Swedish inventor seeks to have adopted by our 
Government tor cruisers of unprecedented speed 
and oapabie of carrying a few guns of the greatest 
weight. The most prominent feature of the design 
is that of so constructing the main body of the ship 
astern as to divide the water horizontally instead 
of vertically, thus providing for the use of twin 
screws of the largest propelling power, with their 
shafts safely supported within the ship's lower 
hull. By this means, in combination with 
great sharpness of lines and other advan- 
tages, it is olaimed that ships may be built 
according to the proposed designs that 
will make upward of 21 knots per hour, 
ard cross the Atlantic in five and one-half days. 
The memortal embodies letters addressed to Capt. 
Lundborg by Admiral Ammen. of the United States 
Navy: W. H. Webb, of New-York, and a number 
of other persons, vouched for by Admiral Ammen 
as ‘the most eminent ship-builders and experts 
in our country,” all commending this propoved 
pew departure in naval architecture in the highest 
terms. They assert in substance that vessels can 
be thus constructed to have greater speed, greater 
carrying capacity, and greater safety than have 
ever thus far been attained by ocean steam-ships. 
The memorialists, after setting forth the novel 
feature of the invention and referring to the testi- 
moniais of the leading ship-builders, say: 

**May it not,therefore, be assumed that if this inven- 
tion possesses the merit conceded for it by the em!- 
nent ship-builders who have examined and approved 
it, that its development and application by the 
United States Government will be the surest and 
most speedy means of lavinga reliable foundatiou 
for an effective navy, and for a merchant marine ad- 
equate to the demands of our ocean carrying trade in 
the transportation of American mails, passengers, 
and products, which are now carried in foreign bot- 
toms, and for which the American veople pay annual- 
ly to foreign ship-owners over $140,000,000? I re- 
spectfully submit this important invention to your 
most favorable consideration for such actionas may 
seem to be wise and expedient, in the hope that it 
may be the means of speedily restoring the United 
Statesto her former position of power and prestige 


upon the seas.””

ING ON THE SABBATH. 
NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 14.—A. L, Bab 


cock, of A. L. Babcock & Co., a rich carriage trim- 
ming manufacturer of this city, was arrested to- 


,day while out driving with his wife near this 


city, aud accused of breaking the Sabbath. The 
charge is brought under the old Blue laws 
enacted in the early part of the last century. 


Mr. Babcock when arrested was taken to 
the farm-house of Henry Platt, in East 
Haven, one of the constables making the ar- 
rest. There he founda nearly a score of other 
prisoners all in custody for the same offense. 
The officers making the arrest acted un- 
der the direction of Grand Juror Thomp- 
son, of the town of East Haven, to 
whom complaints had been made by residents of 
the hamlet of Foxon that people from New-Haven 
were continually breaking the Sabbath by driving 
through that piace, much to the annvuyance of its 
good people. Nearly all the prisoners were ac- 
companied by their wives or sweethearts, who 
were arrested as participants in the crime, and 
there were loud complaints of ill-treatment. 
They had been kept crowded together like so many 
cattie during the entire afternoon in a hbarn- 
yard, rain falling daring a part of the time. 
In the evening they were arraigned 
before Justice Tuttle, and all who could 
not give security in $25 to apeees for examination 
te-morrow afternoon were locked up. No ear- 
riages were stopped by the officers making the ar- 
rests. In every iustance they took their prisoners 
ata point onthe Foxon road where nuts from a 
group of hickory trees had fallen thickly upon the 
ground.

THE STRIELNG MINERS. 
PPOSPECTS OF A FIGHT BETWEEN THE 
STRIKERS AND DETECTIVES TO-DAY. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct, 14.—A special from 
Bradford, Penn., to the Dispatch says: ‘* There 
were no new developments in the miners’ 


strike to-day. Trouble is expeeted to begin 


at 7 o’clock to-morrow morning. when 
600 miners in the employ of the Rochester and 
Pittsburg Railroad Company will attempt to re- 
sume work. The strikers, who are neavily armed, 
are encamped near the mines. The railroad 
authorities anticipate a bloody time, and will 
use every precaution to proteet their men. 
Said an official: **The mines will be opened at al! 
hazards to-morrow, and we expect the strikers 
will resort to violence, but we are pre- 
pared for them in every way. Our mines 
are guarded by 100 of Pinkerton’s detectives, 
all armed with Winchester repeating rifles, 
and 88-calibre revolvers. If there is any attempt 
to interfere or use force to prevent our men from 
working there will certainly be bloodshed. The 
detectives are accustomed to deal with roughs, 
and, as a majority are good shots, they can 
create terrific havyoo among the strikers. 
A force of 50 of Pinkerton’s police passed 
through Pittsburg last night, and more 
in command of Capt. Foley arrived from 
Chicago to-night. I have delivered to Capt. Foley 
12 repeating rifles, 12 revolvers, and 2,300 rounds of 
ammunition. The car contained 20 mattresses for 
the use of the men. The entire torce will be 
here at 1 o’clock Monday morning, and will re- 
main on duty until the difficulty is settled. 
lt is reported here to-night that every precaution 
has been made to open by force the mines at Rey- 
noldsville. Over 2,000 armed strikers are encamped 
at these mines. The owners have engaged special 
policemen, and say that they will resume work 
even if it becomes necessary to kill off the entire 


force of strikers.” 
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GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES,

PROHIBITION DEFEATED IN OHIO. 


THE AMENDMENT POLLS 320,456 vores BUT 
NOT ENOUGH FOR ITS ADOPTION. 


CINCINNATI, Oct, 14.—The total vote in Ohio 
was 711,681, and the vote for prohibition 320,454, 
This gives a majority against probibition of 70,793. 
The figures as to the vote for prohibition are 
not official, bat they have been carefully 
gathered, and it is not probable they 
will be much changed by the official count. The 
strength which the Prohibitionists have shown is 
remarkable, aud a year ago would have been eon- 
sidered impossible. Naturally, the temperance peo- 
ple are in raptures over the result, and they are 
confidently predicting that at the next election ther 
will sweep the State by agreat majority. The 
shrewd politicians, however, of both parties pre- 


dict differently. The Republicans have been 
handicapped for years, and finally defeated, 
by trying to hold the temperance peo- 
oe They have their eyes open now and will 
et the temperance people come to them or as- 
similate with the Democrats, or go St alone, just 
as they choose. The Democracy will follow the 
same policy. The temperance people will have to 
fight their own battles, and it is not impossible that 
their cause, In spite of its astonishing growth 
and present strength, has been put back several 
years by the insincerity and donuble-dealing 
during the recent campaign toward the party 
which gsve them their recent opportunity. 
Tne policy of the Democrats will probably be 
to meddle as little as possible with liquor 
legislation. Tney will have to do something with 
the Seott Jaw in order to avoid the appearance of 
adopting outright the policy of the Republicans, 
but they are not likely to change it any more than 
they can help. 


MAHONE’S FIGHT FOR POWER, 
RIDDLEBERGER TO TAKE THE STUMP—EF- 
FORTS TO BRING OUT THE COLORED VOTE. 


RicHMonpD, Oct. 14.—Senators Mahone and 
Riddleberger are announced to speak at Buchanan, 
Botetourt County, on the 26th inst. This will be 
the second time Mahone has appeared in the can- 
vass this year, and the first that Riddleberger has, 
except onthe stump in bis own State Senaterial 
district. The importance of this struggle makes it 
necessary for Mahone and his colleague to make 
personal appeals to their followers. Riddleberger 
has generally been credited with being lukewarm 
in thiscontest.

In see- 
tions where the blacks are in a majority that class 
is made to regard the Ohlo victory as a great na- 
tional disaster, and ene which can only be reme- 
died by Mahone’s success in this State this year. 
The Mahone State officials, with few exceptions, 
have contributed liberally toward his campaign 
fund. In some instances even the most unim- 
portant of this class have given one-tenth of their 
year’s salary. Despite his possession of an abun- 
dance of means Mahone is believed to be very 
fearful that disaster will overtake him in the elec- 
tion on Nov. 6.

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THE CHICAGO THEATRE FIRE. 


DETAILS OF THE DER&TRUCTION OF THE LY- 
CEUM—ONE MAN KILLED. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 14.—The Lyceum Theatre 
fire, whieh occurred at an early hour Saturday 
morning, net only completely gutted the building 
but destroyed a human life. It started in a dress- 
ing-room just under the stage, and although 
nothing is definitely known as to its origin, yet it 
18 supposed to have been caused by a careless 
actor leaying the stump of a lighted cigar near 
some drapery. A few minutes after the Fire De- 
partment had arrived some one threw a stone 


through the second-story window inte the sleep- 
ing apartment of the lessee, Thomas Grenier, and 
his family, and they awoke with the horrible fact 
staring them in the face that nearly all the 
chances for escape were cut off. The fire was 
all around them. In these sleeping apartments, 
which were in the second story, fronting 
Desplainea-street, were Thomas Grenier and his 
wife, Archie Grenier, Mrs. and Miss Sibley, of Bes- 
ton. and a little girl. Ladders were put up to toe 
windows, and all escaped, but without having time 
to change their night clothes. After the fire had 
been conquered the dead body of a man was dis- 
covered in one of the rooms. It proved to be that 
of Harry Perry, a Canadian, 26 years old, who was 
employed by Mr. Grenier. He had evidently been 
suffocated by the smoke and was unable to escape. 
The Williams, Manchester and Jennings Specialty 
Company were filling an engagement at the thea- 
tre. Their costumes ard properties, for the most 
part, were stored under the stage, and eseaped 
damage, exeept by water. The loss to the com- 
pany will not exceed $1,000. save an approximate 
loss on receipts. Other actors and actresses suffer 
considerably by the action of water on their ward- 
robes. The Lyceum Theatre was owned by Mc- 
Grath & Downey. builders and contractors, who 
built It in 1876. They owned all the fixtures, and 
estimate their damage at $18,000, and are insured 
for $10,000. They will rebuila the house immedi- 
ately. Mr. Grenier, the lessee and manager. esti- 
mates his material loss at $18,000, and he is insured 


for only $550.

LIKENESS OF 7HE WESTERN TO 
THE HASTERN PORTLAND. 

4 VIEW OF FOUR ' SNOWY MOUNTAIN PEAKS 
FROM THE CITY— CORPORATE POWER IN 
THE NORTH-WESS, 

PonTLanp, Oregon, Sept. 28.—This city 
has no professional ‘‘ boomer,” so far as I can 
see.’ Possibly the explanation of this apparent 
neglect to comply with the almost universal 
custom of the country is that Portland jas 
aiready ‘*‘boomed.” It is a substantial, solid- 
looking, and even old-appearing city. A large 
proportion of its population are from New- 
England. Therefore the houses, the streets, 
and especially the business structures Lave a 
New-England air about them. The gardens 
and shade trees remind one of Portland in 
Maine. Pervading the exterior of this chief 
city of Oregon is an air of permanency which 
immediately attracts the regard of the stran- 
ger who has journeyed through innumerable 
cities of great expectations, feverish with am- 
bitious haste to reach Portland. The peo- 
ple live well. At one of the ** swell” restaurants, 
the Delmonico’s of Oregon. the other night, 
when a dinner was given to the visiting jour- 
nalists and artists of the Northern Pacific ex- 
cursion by the editors and proprietors of the 
Oregonian, everybody was surprised by the 
elegance of the entertainment. Before now ! 
have had some smail experience in dining, and 
lam bound to say that I never “assisted” at 
#0 satisfactory a banquet outside of the City 
et New-York. This last reservation may be 
allowed to the cockneyism of a faithful New- 
Yorker. The same quiet elegance and edu- 
cated consideration of the good things of this 
life characterizes Portland society, so far as I 
have been able—a passing stranger—to catch a 
few glimpses of itssurface. Climbing the hills 
in the upper part of Portland and lookin, 
off to the north and north-east, one’s ravish 

rests on three or four snowy peaks, Hood, 
dams, St. Helen's, and when the air is very 
clear, Tacoma. Of these the nearest and most 
majestic is Hood, whose crystalline and sym- 
metrical peak lowers like a cloud, or is 
painted sharply against tue plue sky, almost 
in the sight of every casual passenger aloug 
the streets. I cannot begin to describe the 
sensation of awe with which the frequent 
vision of this glorious mountain sum- 
mit smites one as he looks up from the dust 
and turmoil of the streets and sees the im- 
maculate whiteness of Hood brooding over 
all the scene. Ifthe sage who said that no 
people ever lost its liberties who had a fall 
of water 150 feet high had seen Hood, | 
am sure he would bave said that no commu- 
nity could fail to retain its nobility if it bad 
constantly in sight a mountain-summit covered 
with eternal snows. Hood is a perfect pyra- 
mid. Tacoma, from the same point of view, 
resents the appearance of a truncated cone, 
point of fact, Tacoma has two summits, 
one loftier than the other, and when these are 
seen in a range with each other they suggest an 
extinct volcano with astrongly marked crater. 
lt is a pity that Hood, Ranier, St, Helen's, 
and Baker, three of the most magnificent 
peaks in the world, should only perpetuate the 
names of four ** old duffers’”’ who happened te 
be Admiraity Lords when the far-wandering 
Vancouver bestowed their names here with so 
much prodigality, The people of the region 
are doing what they can to change Ranier to 
Tacpmwa, but ancient tradition is likely to 
prove too strong for them. 1; is late in the 
day to change the names of these majestic 
monarchs of the great continental range, and 
one may as wellbe thankful that nothing 
worse than the tolerably eupnanions patro- 
nymics of dead-and-gone no es cling to 
tuese of snow. 

Although Portland does not seem to require 
any booming, it is sce a cause for great 
satisfaction with its people that the actual 
Oregon terminus of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road system is here. What modifications may 
be made hereafter in the plans of the railroad 
people nobody can tell. But at present, and 

or ail practical purpuses, Portiand is the real 

terminus of the railroad, The terminus on 
Puget Sound may be changed to termini, for 
all that we can see. The road now laads its 
chief burden of freight and passengers at the 
liude town of Albina, opposite Portland, on 
the Willamette, a point about 10 miles above 
the junction of the Columbia with that stream. 
At present a ferry conveys the passengers 
across the river to Portland, but a bridge is 
being built and all-rail communication will be 
eomplete next year. The bridge will be of 
stone, about 1,600 feet long, with a swinging 
draw of 330 feet. The railroad company owns 

@iong strip of frontage on either side of the 

river, and the enormous freight and passenger 

stations, shops, coal bunkers, and round-houses 
now in process of construction show that the 
supeey terminal facilities at Portiand, 

t Portland, and Albina are to be finished 
on a grand scale. To this extent, at least, 

Portland must be considered as the real 

Northern Pacific terminus. 

One must needs wonder if the people of the 
region traversed by the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, now so jubilant over the completion of 
the long-desired highway of iron, will not 
wake up some of these days and murmur bit- 
terly against the vast System of corporations 
that has intrenched itself, amidst the huzzas of 
the le, in the choicest commercial centres 
of the region. Let us look over the long list 
of corporations comprising what is known as 
the Villard system of steam transportation. 
First, there is the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company. This corporation 
owns a frailway line from Port- 
land to Wuilula Junction, 214 miles; 
from Umatilla Junction to Huntington, 223 
miles. This last line is the Baker City Branch, 
and is completed to the Blue Mountains, (93 
tailes,) and will strike at Baker City the ‘‘ Ore- 

on Short Line,” built by the Union Pacific 
ate, The Oregon ilway and Naviga- 

tion Company also own branch lines from 
Walla Walla to Dayton, (87 miles,) from Pres- 
sott to Riparia, on Snake River, (86 miles,) and 
from Walia Walla to Pendleton, (143¢ miles,) 
and it has about 75 miles of leased road. This 
same concern owns and runs the lines of ocean 
steam-ships plying between San Francisco 
and Portland and San Francisco, Portland, 
and Victoria and Puget Sound ports; also 
about 25 river steam-boats running on 
the Columbia and Snake Rivers, from 
Astoria, Oregon, to Lewiston, Idaho, and on 
tributary streams to the Columbia, as well as 
two or three costly iron steam-poats now ready 
for the Seattle, Tacoma, and Victoria Line. 
Second, there is the Oregon Improvement 
Company, which appears to have ‘* gobbled” 
the coal trade of this part of the coast, 

The company owns large wharves, yards, 

and coal-bunkers in San Francisco, three 

4,000-ton iron steam  colliers running 
between San Francisco, Portland, and 

Seattle, and supplying the market as weil 

8s the steamers and locomotives of the 

" system” with coal’ which is brought 

wo and shipped from Seattle, a’ rail- 

road bringing in the coal over the 
company’s railroad from New-Uastle, 32 miles 

from Seattie. These mines turn out 25,000 

tons a month, and, with creat tields of bitumi- 

nous coal on Green Hiver, 40 miles from Seat- 
tle, belong to the aiorementioned corpora- 
tion. Added to all this, the company owns 

140,000 acres of agricultural land in W ashing- 

jon Territory, 20,000 acres in Eastern Oregon, 

and vast tracts of timber lands in Washington. 

Next on the list comes the Northern Pacific 

Railroad corporation, which, in the ,.popular 

belief, has, like Aaron’s serpent, swallowed all 

the rest. This concern owns and operates a 

railway line from St. Paul, Minn., to Wallula 

Junction, (where it strikes the road of the 

Uregon Railway and Navigation Compa- 

ny,) a distance of 1,697 miles. It also 

owus and runs the line from Portland 
to Tacoma, 144 miles, and a little branch line 

from Tacoma into the Puyallup hop region, a 

distance of 81 miles. The fourth item on the 

list of corporations in ‘*the system” is the 

Oregon and Transcontinental Company, which 

Owns a contrelling interest in the stock of the 

Northern Pacific and Oregon Railway and 

Navigation Companies, The history of this 

porporation is unique and is also well known. 

lt was started for the purpose of combining 
the interests of the beforementioned corpora- 
tions and to build feeders and branches to 
the lines of these companies. The ‘Transconti- 
nental Company is building a branch from 

Palouse Junction, on the Northern Pacific, 

to Colfax, Washington Territory, 88 miles, 

with the intention of extending it to Moscow, 

Idaho, 25 miles, without delay. It bas also 

one or two other minor branches connecting 

the various lines of Northern Pacific system, 

Its leased lines are the Oregon and California, 

running from Portland to Junction City, Lane 

County, 109 miles, and a main line running 

from Portland, on the east side of the Willa- 

mette, to Hurrisburg, where it crosses the 
river and strikes the west side line at Junction

POLITICAL TROUBLES—SHOCKS OF EARTH- 
QUAKE—-A CYCLONE AT SBA. 

Panama, Oct. 6.—The Assembly of the State 
of Panama met in this city on the Ist inst. Trouble 
was anticipated, but none occurred. Asolid mi- 
nority of members, lacking only three or four to 
become a majority, took their seats for a day or 
two, and then withdrew in a boay because several 
members were sworn in who had not been candi- 
dates when the elections were held. The present 
Government, assisted by the national Government 
forces, is, hoWever, too strong for the opposition, 
and will undoubtedly retain power. The general 
Government evidently fears some disturbance on 
the Atlantic coast, as it gave orders by telegraph 
on Sept. 23 to have the armed steamer Coupanza 
kept cruising up and down the Magdalena River. 

The Colombian Government denies that it is en- 
deavoring to borrow $2,000,000 from the United 
States Treasury. 

Gol. Enrique Urieochea, commander of a regi- 
ment stationed at T'unja, in Boyaca, shot and 
killed on Sept. 11 Col. Joaquin Posada, the eom- 
mander of another regiment stationed in the same 
town. Politics caused the murder. 

A nun recently attempted to escape from a con- 
vent at Medellin at the termination of mass in the 
convent church. She was captured and earried 
back complajning bitterly of her hard fate. 

A Santa Marta paper ot Sept. 19 reports that a 
number of shocke of earthquake had been feit in 
that city and its vicinity, and that the sun had 
presented an appearance which bad alarmed tne 
populaee. It appears that at the time when the 
earthquakes were occurring in Java noises were 
heard in the earth in many parts of Colombia and 
Eeguador, and slight shocksjof earthquake were 
felt in many places. The sky presented an unusual 
appearance, and a volcano is said to have become 
active in Cauca which has been dormant since the

poch. 

‘The Pacific Mail steam-ship San Blas, Capt. Ubap- 
man, on her last voyage to this port from San 
Francisco eneountered a cyclove off Cape Cor- 
rientes. The barometer bean to fallat about 6 
o’olock P. M. on Sept. 22 and went down to 28.85. 
When the indications denoted that the vessel was 
running toward the edge of a cyclone she was 
headed away and finally brought to with 
her head southward and the engines going 
slowly. The wind blew with hurricane force, ac- 
companied by terrific rain-squalls, with a fearful 
cross-sea, the lee main rail being in the water, 
although none came in from windward.

THE PACIFICATION OF PERU. 

Panama, Oct. 6.—Matters in Peru continue 
to improve, and it is believed that before the 
present month expires the Iglesias troops will 
oecupy Lima. People are beginning to flock to his 
cause now that he is acquiring strength and pres- 
tige and really works for peace. The whole of the 
North is now governed by his officers, who proba- 
bly may yet have to break up some small Monte- 
nero bands which are prowling about in the Cor- 
dillera. In Lima and Callao opinion is almost 
unanimous in his favor. Montero, however, re- 
fuses to resign or to assist in the pacification of 
the country. so the Chilians have determined 
to surround him and compe! his surrender. Using 
the troops they have to remove from the North for 
this purpose, they are marching asmall force by 
Ayacucho to cut off his exit in a northerly direc- 
tion. Troops have been already dispatched from 
Callao and will march on him from the sea, while 
those whieh occupied Moquegua some weeks aco 
hold him tight in that direction. He must, there- 
fore, take refuge in Bolivia or flee. The latter he 
caunot do, while the former possesses several un- 
pleasant alternatives. Everything indicates his 
ultimate downfall.

TOO OLD 70 BH A JUSTICE, 

Samuel K. Taylor, a Justice of the Peace at 
Stapleton, Staten Island, is 80 years old. The ques- 
tion was recently raised whether or not he was 
competent to try cases at that age,a lawyer con- 
tending that a decision by Justice Taylor was ille- 
gal because he was not eligible to hold the office 


after reaching his eeventy-firet year. The Attorney- 
General was consulted, and bas replied that accord- 
ing to Article VJ., in section 13, of the Constitution 
no person shal! hold the office of Justice or Judge of 
any court longer than untii and ineluding the last 
day of December after he shail be 70 years of age. 
As Justices of the Peace are mentioned in the Con- 
siitution, and the tribunal over which they pre- 
sided was organized by the laws of the State, the 
Attorney-General ne that the above provision in- 
cluded Justices of the Peace. In consequence of 
this decision Frederick Kassner, who was Squire 
Taylor's opponent when the latter was last re-elect- 
ed, will appeal to the courts to have the office be- 
stewed upon him.

HOW WOODEN SPOOLS ARR MADE. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

Tne birch is first sawed into sticks four or 
five feet long and seven-eighths of an inch to three 
inches square, according to the size of the spool to 
be produced. These sticks are thoroughly sea- 
soned,. They are sawed into short blocks, and the 
blocks are dried in a hot air kiln. At the time 
they aresawed a hole is bored through them. One 
whirl of the little block against sharp knives, 
sbaped by a pattern, makes the spool at the rate 
of ene per second. A small boy feeds the spool 
machine, simply placing the blocks in a spout and 
throwing out the knotty or defective stock. The 
machine is automatic, but can not do the sorting. 


The spools are revolved rapidly in drums 
and polish themselves. For some purposes 
they are dyed yellow, red, or black. They 
are made in thousands of shapes and sizes. 
When one sees on a spool of thread ‘100 yards” 
or “ 200 yards” these words do not signify that the 
thread has been measured, but that the spool has 
been gauged and is supposed to contain so mach 
thread. When a silk or linen or a cotton firm 
wants a spool made it sendsa pattern to the spool- 
maker. This pattern gives the size and shape of 
the barre! and of the head and bevel. These pat- 
terns determine the amount of thread that the 
spool will hold. Mr. Dwelley’s factory turns out 
100,000 gross of spools per day, and consumes 2,500 
cords of birch annually. His year’s spools are 
worth $40,000. Thirty-five hands are employed in 
the mill, During the Winter, 250 wood-choppers 
are sometimes employed, Mr. Dwelley is an in- 
ventor and a machinist. He invented, designed. 
and made every machineinhisshop. Itisa large 
brick building, Mr. Dweliey also has lathes which 
turn out large quantities of pill-boxes and blueing- 
boxes, He, too, says, “I have more orders than [ 
oan fill.”

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NEW PUBLICATIONS 


PERRY'S “ POLITICAL ECONOMY.” 


POLITICAL ECONOMY. By Arruur LATHAM PRRRY 

Orrin Sage Professor of History and 
Political Keonomy in Wiillama College. Eight- 
= edition. New-York: CHARLES SCRIBNER'S 
SONS, 


Prof. Perry has now published the eight- 
eenth edition of his text-book of Political 
Economy, with a dedication to Bascom, 
Weils, Walker, and Sumner. The book is 
largely rewritten and entirely revised. The 
author seems to have reached settled conclu- 
sions, and to be satisfied in his own mina that 
he has now put forth what he has to say on 
this subject in its final form. A text-book 
which has run through eighteen editions must 
have been employed to a very important de- 
gree in shaping the opinions of the young 
people of the country on the subject of which 


it treats. It is too soon, even yet, to estimate 
the influence of the work on public opinion. 
The men who have studied it are, even yet, 
only from 30 to 40 years of age. Their in- 
fluence in the control of public affairs is only 
fairly beginning. 

The most positive point which the author 
makes and the conviction which he infuses 
most directly and clearly is that in fayor of 
free trade. Students of the book may grasp 
its otber doctrines more or less firmly, but 
they cannot fail to carry away from 1t very 
distinct impressions about the tariff contro- 
versy, both in its historical and philosophical 
aspects, The book bas had great influence in 
exposing the fallacies of protection. It has not 
yet acquired any important influence over 
statesmen and politicians, There is not much 
evidence that any books win great influence 
over that class, but we believe that the men 
now under 40 have acquired opinions about 
free trade very different from the traditional 
opinions of the older men who still retain con- 
trol, and that this book has had great in- 
fluence m bringing about that result. 
if we turn now to an examination and esti- 
mate of the book, we must observe at once 
that the task of writing a text-book of politi- 
cal econumy at this time is especially difficult. 
The disputes which prevail affect essential and 
elementary doctrines, and the author of a text- 
book must take sides in a controversy, while he 
cannot pursue the subject controversially. A 
reviewer is very sure to find himself in contra- 
diction with some of the opinions of his author. 

Prof. Perry classifies sciences as exact, phys- 
ical, and moral. He rates political economy 
as a moral science. He treats it metaphys- 
ically or theologico-metaphysically. He re- 
jects the mathematical method of deduction 
and adopts the metaphysical method of deduc- 
tion. ecannot perceive the truthfulness of 
the classification of the sciences from which he 
proceeds, and we note that he recognizes an- 
other class—social sciences—whose position to 
or in the others is uot defined. Neither can we 
see what is gained for political economy by 
rating it as a ‘‘moral science,” It has already 
suffered far too long from the meddling of the 
metaphysicians, and this classification can have 
no other effect than to perpetuate its subjec- 
tion to them. It is true that Prof. Perry draws 
a strong and correct line between ethics and 
political economy; but for that very reason 
the classification of his science under the head- 
ing of moral science is of no utility. We must 
also maintain tue opinion that the metaphys- 
ical mode of treatment or point of view is 
very unfavorable to clear and successful 
treatment of the subject. Prof. Perry 
evidently struggles hard for clearness 
and precision, but he often fails of 
it. The metaphysics of the subject oc- 
cupy him too much, and, as all metaphysics 
are a weariness and unprofitabieness, so in this 
case the result is not conducive to the interest 
and instraction of the reader. He begins by 
rejecting the wor! ** wealth.” In his history 
of the science he finds proofs that the contfu- 
sion and slow progress of the science have 
been due to this word, He returns to the sub- 

ect again and again, to denounce those who 

ave used this word and {to heap renewed 
scorn upon it, He therefore abandons it, One 
proof which he offers of its mischievousness is 
the fact that Bonamy Price rejects it, after ex- 
tending it to include metaphysical goods 
which it does not include, in a book which is 
certainly the most worthless effort of any 
economist of position in this generation, Prof, 
Perry wants to include in political economy 
all corporeal and incorporeal goods, and he 
cannot define wealth so as. to make it cover 
all these things. Often it is evident in the 
case of other writers, (although he does 
not clearly show that it is so in 
his case) that they want to include in- 
corporeal goods in political economy because 
otherwise they fear lest the economists may 
seem to underrate other than material goods, 
or because they think that political economy 
would lose dignity if it shovwid exclude meta- 
physical goods from its scope. Nevertheless, 
‘* wealth” is a word of constant use in the 
English language, and it denotes that which 
constitutes the subject matter of political 
economy. No difficulty is solved by turning 
one’s back upon it, and the fact that political 
economy is occupied with what we all call 
wealth stares us in the face. ‘he danger is 
that when we turn away from a fact like this 
we are persisting in error-and shutting our 
eyes to the facts which wouldcorrect us. We 
believe that such is the fact in this case. 
Wealth is material only. Political economy is 
occupied only with what is concrete and mate- 
rial, and the elements of it which are social are, 
it is true, super-organic, and so require an en- 
tirely new and appropriate investigation, but 
they are not metaphysical according to the old 
conceptions of metaphysics. Itis the fate of 
every metaphysical discussion to degenerate 
into dialectics. Such is the fact with political 
economy when treated by the metaphysical 
dedicative method—it degenerates into dialec- 
tics about “‘ wealth” and value and currency 
and commodities. Whether ether things be 
nobler than material goods or not, material 
goods are what political economy has to deal 
with. 

It seems to us that Prof, Perry’s chapter on 
value does not escaps the entanglements of his 
method. ** Value is not an independent quality 
of one thing, as heightis a quality of a tree 
and bardness a quality of a stone, but it isa 
quality of one thing as estimated in a corre- 
sponding quality of something else.” Here we 
are face to face with one of the most tiresome 
and fruitless metaphysical controversies about 
qualities and attributes. Value is a quality of 
athing in every sense in which height and 
hardness are qualities, ‘The convenience of 
such expressions as ‘the pencil hes value,’ 
‘gold has value,’ isso great that science will 
not consent to forego the advantage of using 
them, even though they are not scientifically 
accurate.” Science no doubt has a right to 
frame limited and technical definitions when it 
desires to find terms for its own abstractions, 
but science has no right, when investigating 
social phenomena, to disregard the usages 
of language by which generations of 
observers bave recorded their observations: 
thatis to say, it ought to retain the popular 
forms of expression as presumably deposits of 
valuable evidenve. The expression, ‘‘ the pen- 
cil has value” is as thoroughly correct as the 
expression ‘‘ the pencil has length.” In criti- 
cising Macleod’s definition of value Prof. 
Perry very justly distinguishes between the 
questions: * What is value?’ and ** What is 
the value of the specific thing?’ Why not 
seize upon this distinction as essential to any 
correct treatment of the subject‘ The ques- 
tion, What is value? is like the question, What 
is length? The question, What is the value of 
the pencil? is like the question, What is the 
length of the pencil? The first two questions 
call for the definition of an abstract torm, The 
last two call for a ratio between the same 
quality in wwo different things. We know of 
no work on political economy in which this 
distinction is recognized and fully carried out. 

Prof. Perry insists frequently on the gratuit- 
ousness of natural elements. He acknowledges 
no domain of natural monopoly. ‘* God is a 
giver. He gives sunlight and air and water in 
abundance. He gives the earth with ali its 
materials, and with all its powers, and with 
all its spontaneous fruits gratuitously to 
man.” Of course, there is a theological ele- 
ment in this view of the matter which we do 
not care to discuss, looking only at 
the facts of history and experience. 
We tail to see any evidence whatever 
that man has had anything given to him 
gratuitously. On the contrary, the evi- 
dence is that man has had to fight for and 
conquer everything, even life itself. Prof. 
Perry has no chapter on population, He throws 
Maithusianism aside as belonging to physiol- 
ogy, and says that ‘' political economy presup- 
poses the existence of persons able and willing 
to make exchanges.” Butif political economy 
so restricts itself it must not assume that life 
and its outfit are gratuitous. Man comes into 
life through pain anddeath, He finds himself 
on a planet on which he finds not even air and 
sunlight provided for him gratuitously, if his 
father lived in a tenement-housein a great 
city. Every generation is dependent on the 
one preceding it, and, if we go back to the be- 
we find man struggling through 

loodshed, pain, woe, and death to the first 
dawnings of civilization. It is impossible to 
write political economy to-day on the basis of 
some old dogmas and prepossessions. The facts 
are indisputably before us, 

We must also recognize the fact that men 
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joa each other on earth more and mere as | 
eir numter increases. ‘(he proportion of 
the men to ile land is the ratio which controls 
all the social development. How then can po- | 
litical economy ignore the laws of population ? | 
Exclusion and monopoly are involved in the | 
fundamentals of society. Air is free, but air 
which has been breathed by one man will 
potson another. If there are 10 persons on a 
square mile this fact is of no importance. If 
there are 10 persons in a room containing 
100 cubic feet, or 100 persons in a tenement- 
house, it becomes very important. , Sunlight 
is tree, but if 1,000,000 people live in a city in 
dense tenements they shut it all out from 
themselves and each other. The earth is free, 
but a man covers two square feet of it 
when standing and six square fees of 
it when lying down. No other man 
can occupy the same square feet 
at the same time. Hence, if many want to 
stand in the same place they press each other, 
injure each other, fight or establish com- 
promises, (rights,) or buy each other off. How 
then, can we ignore monopoly as a case of 
value or prior appropriation as a basis of 
right? Land, of course, is the test case under 
the last two points jwhich we have noticed. 
Prof. Perry rejects Ricardo’s doctrine of rent, 
and the whole idea of rent, as developed from 
monopoly and the law of the diminishing re- 
turn. His treatment of Ricardo’s doctrine is 
so inadequate and unjust that we think he 
must have been prejudiced against it. He de- 
clares that land is only a commodity and that 
rent‘is only profit on capital. He thinks that 
the Irish landlords ought to have obtained 
some rent, but that the tenants were right to 
get a reduction of rents. How bad the land- 
lords any claim to rent if rent is only a pay- 
ment for capital, (improvements ?) Lrish land- 
lords had not made any improvements 
perhaps for centuries. They owned noth- 
ing but the legal right to evict from a 
certain portion of the earth’s surface the man 
who would not pay them a certain sum per an- 
num while he staid on it. If rentisonlya 
payment for service rendered, then their 
‘‘ right” had no economic foundation. Again 
if the rights of landlord and tenant needed 
new adjustment, why did they not get it from 
the play of natural forces? ‘I'he truth is that 
they did get itin this way. The competition 
of American land lowered Irish rents and the 
Land Court can only do oneof two things: (1) 
It may take the credit of a movement which 
was true and natural, or (2) if it tries to force 
a movement which is not natural it will create 
a class of sub-landlords, who, while holding at 
the court’s rent, wiil sub-let at tru3 market 
rent. Rent is determined, like all other cases 
ot value, by supply and demandonly. Neither 
Ricardo nor any other economist of the Eng- 
lish school ever said anything to the contrary. 
But it is a case of monopoly. A monopoly 
when the supply is ample has no effect. As 
the demand increases relatively to the supply, 
the monopoly advances in importance in a 
eometrical ratio. Hence the rent of land. 

e have left ourselves no room to discuss that 
position of Prof. Perry, which seems to us most 
objectionable of all. Since he has prophesied 
the downfall of the scientific economists, and 
thus laid claims to the future for Macleod and 
himself, he cannot object if his claims are very 
positively denied. The school of scientific 
economists has not yet abandoned the field, 
and if they ever do abandon it, it will not be 
in submission to the doctrine that credit is 
capital. In every point of view, economic, po- 
litical, social, and educational, the doctrine that 
credit is capital is a pernicious fallacy. Rights 
are not weaith. They transfer wealth. Hence 
rights can be bought and sold, Credit is 
only a transfer of capital. By the transfer 
the power of capital may be greatly enhanced, 
but nothing but work and saving can make 
capital We cannot make believe that we 
have already done what we are going to do 
and then get the same advantages as if the 
work were really done. ‘fhe Romans easily 
made a distinction betweon rights against a 
person and rights against a thing when they 
meant to make the debtor a slave if he did not 
pay, but in our industry and in our law the 
only distinction between fungible and non- 
fungible goods is that sometimes -we care for 
the return of the very thing lent and some- 
times we only want an equivalent quantity of 
the same class, This distinction bas no eco- 
nomic importance at all, and throws no light 
on the nature of credit. Bankers have, it is 
true, issued notes for which they held no re- 
serve, but they never would have made any- 
thing by it if they had not been enabled there- 
by to lay hands on other people’s capital. It 
is the capitai which earns, and not the fictitious 
credit creation. 

This book contains very valuable chapters 
on the history of political economy, on money 
in the United States, and on tariff in the 
United States. ‘hese chapters contain the 
fruitof a great deal of independent labor, 
well digested and well presented. On wages 
the author has thrown off again the influence 
which he-received from Walker, and has re- 
turned to the wages fund doctrine. He does 
not, however, follow it out with perfect con- 
sistency, for he teaches that wages and profits 
are the leavings of each other, which is a con- 
tradiction of the doctrine that the demand for 
labor is capitul, If wages are paid out of 
capital itcannot be good reasoning to say: 
** Profits and wages are reciprocally the leav- 
ings of each other, since the aggregate prod- 
ucts created by the joint agency of capital 
and labor are wholly to be divided between 


them,”

Books professing to show what is good 
and what is bad English are very much of the 
nature of serial publications. One man writes 
a book of this kind, and thereby assumes the 
position of a teacher. Immediately some 
other man writes another book to show that 
the first man is an impostor whouses bad Eng- 
lish while in the very act of posing asa purist. 
This sort of thing may go on indefinitely for 
the simple reason that all knowledge of the 


English smaenene is comparative and that no 
man is infalhble. , 

Mr. Bardeen joins himself to the company of 
Dean Alford, Archbishop Trench, Mr. G. W. 
Moon, Mr. Fitzedward Hall, Mr. R. G. White, 
and other censors of language. He differs from 
his predecessors, however, in disclaiming in- 
fallibility. He does not occupy himself with 
pointing out their errors and convicting them 
of offenses against pure English, but he en- 
deavors to gather the grain and ignore the 
chaff that is to be found in their writings. 
‘* Verbal Pitfalls’ is virwally a dictionary of 
words pronounced to be unlawful by every 
one of the half-dozen writers from whose 
works they have been collected. These words 
are divided into three classes: those which are 
utterly indefensible, those which are in dispute, 
and those which ure probably legitimate but 
which at the same time are undesirable. The 
three classes of wurds are distinguished by the 
type in which they are respectively printed, 
and in all cases the authority upon which Mr. 
Bardeen bases his judgment is given. 

The plan of the book is excellent, and, in the 
main, it is well executed. It is, of course, 
easy te find faults in it, both of omission and 
commission. Why, for example, should we 
be gravely informed that ‘‘shimmy’’ should 
not be read for “shirt?’ Is there any person 
capable of writing the English alphabet who 
would ever dream of writing ‘shim- 
my?’ We are also told not to use 
**ascetic” for ‘‘elegant,’’ though the author 
unaccountably neglects to warn us not to use 
‘immaculate’ for ‘* blood-stained.”’ Against 
‘* basilisk’’ used in the sense of “ basilica” we 
are also warned, so that no possessor of ‘‘ Ver- 
bal Pitfalls’? will hereafter have any excuse 
for asserting that he has worshiped in the basi- 
lisk of St. Peter. That any rson, however 
greatly provoked by a stupid waiter, should 
say ‘‘damn” instead of *‘ water-cress” might 
be accounted for on Mr. White’s theory of 
heterophemy, but surely there is no reason for 
gravely asserting that such a use of the word 
‘‘damn” isan error. Mr. Bardeen might as 
well have warned New-Englanders not to 
say “by gosh” as a synonym for pumpkin 
pie. “Jewelry” is properly condemned 
when used as synonymous with ‘ jewels,” 
but no hint is given that the word is nevera 
legitimate one, since it is a mere corruption of 
‘‘jewellery.” ‘* Photographer” is less toler- 
able in Mr. Bardeen’s eves than is “ pho- 
tographist,” though he will probably find no 
one but Mr. White to agree with him, and 
‘*technique”’ is condemned because it is 
French, in spite of the fact that its transfer- 
ence to the English language is almost a mat- 
ter of necessity. 

It is a pity that ‘‘ Verbal Pitfalls” does not 
call attention to the fearfully common practice 
of using the word ‘malaria’ as if malaria 
were a disease instead of a cause of disease. | 
‘* Bulk” jn the sense of ‘the greater part” is, 
of course, used only by the worst class of of- 
fenders against the language, but surely Mr. 
Bardeen might have set his seal of condem- 
nation uponit. The common and atrocious 
use of the phrase “it would seem” for the 
simple and innocent phrase “it seems” Mr. 
Bardeen does not so much as notice. Perhaps 
he shrank from sullying his pages with it, 

But flaws such as these do not seriously 
affect the value of the pook. In fact, no book 
of the kind will probably ever be written in 
which at jeast as many faults cannot be found.

The heavy supplies of 
fair to good Westerns, which are much preferred to na- 
tive cattle in like flesh, made it difficult for holders of 
the latter to close out at any fair price, and it is prob- 
able that the bulk of it sold ata considerable loss to 
the drover, While choice peeves went quickly at 
8640 to 0,and extra reached 87, the bulk of 
the trading in native steers 
comparatively low rarige of $425 to $5 6v.

Full returns from Ohio on the prohibition 
@mendment show that it was defeated, re- 
eviving 820,454 votesin a vote of 711,681. 
‘ ‘The law required that the amendment 
‘should receive a vote equal to a majority of 
all cast at the election. It only received 
820,454, and so may be said to have failed 
‘of adoption by 35,387. This, however, was 
a very heavy vote for so radical a measure 
jin a time of so much excitement, and its 
‘Yriends think that another year they will 
ysucceed. A year of Democratic rule may, 
jho wever, make them ready to make sure of 

more moderate policy, such as that of the 

t law. 


With characteristic duplicity Manone 
and his campaign orators simulate a joy 
they do not feel over the victory of the Ohio 
Democrats when they are addressing white 
Virginians, and make no attempt to conceal 
thie alarm which actually fills them when 
thy are speaking of that “ great national 
disaster” to negro audiences.

transactions. 


It is reported that the ‘‘ publication’’ of 
the pension list has. brought to the Pension 
Office only one communication in which 
persons are mentioned who, in the opinion 
of the writer, are not entitled to the pen- 
sions that they receive. But the list has not 
been ‘‘published.’’ How many residents of 
this City, for example, have seen it, or had 
an opportunity toseeit? The printing of 
a few hundred inaccessible copies of the list 
by the Government cannot properly be called 
a ‘‘publication’’ of the pension roll. If it 
was worth while to make out the list and 
put it in type, an edition of respectable size 
ought toyhave been printed, and the volumes 
ought to have been distributed in accordance 
with some well-considered plan. 


The Buffalo Zepress thinks that the case 
of violation of the civil service law, where 
canal officials subscribed to a fund to secure 
the renomination of Mr. MaAxwE Lt, is not a 
strong one, prima facie, because the sub- 
scribers would swear that the contribution 
was voluntary. This would not affect the 
matter. The offense against the law was 
in receiving the money from the officials for 
a ‘‘ political’? purpose, no matter whether it 
was given voluntarily or not, and any man 
who can be shown to have received or been 
directly or indirectly concerned in receiving 
the money or in soliciting it is liable to fine 
and imprisonment. It appears to us, as 
stated, a very strong case for the Civil Ser- 
vice Reform Association of Buffalo—of 
which, we believe, Commissioner Ricn- 
MOKD is a member—to take up, and that 


promptly. 


That vigor of mind and body which en- 
abled the Rev. Dr. 8. Inenzvus Prive 
to return yesterday to occupy the pul- 
pit of the Presbyterian church in the 
Westchester village of Bedford where 
he preached his first sermon fifty years 
ago is vouchsafed to few men who 
have been so constantly in the harness for 
halfacentury. But we hope Dr. Prime 
will not charge us with an attempt to depre- 
ciate the fruits of his evangelical and edi- 
torial labors if we remark that the Presby- 
terian Church, as its growth is measured by 
the figures given in his sermon, has hardly 
kept pace with the growth of the country 
during the period covered by his labors. 
The increase in membership from 1833 to 
1883 is but a little over 300 per cent., or from 
233,580 to 727,712. The population of the 
country, meanwhile, has more than quad- 
rupled, the census of 1830 showing 
a total of 12,866,020. In the last 
thirty years the daily newspaper press 
has quadrupled in the number of 
established journals, and in circulation has 
increased from 750,000 to very nearly, if not 
quite, 3,750,000. These figures indicate 
that the church of which Dr. Prie is one 
of the most zealous workers has not enjoyed 
its due share of the expansion which has 
been the rule with nearly all the larger fac- 
tors in the development of the Nation. 


It is possible that the long-looked-for 
savior of the United States Navy and of 
American commerce is about to appear in 
the person of Capt. Lunpsore, late of the 
Royal Swedish Navy. This gentleman has 
prepared plans for building steam-ships, to 
be provided with twin screws, which will 
be able to cross the Atlantic in five anda 
half days and make at least 21 knots an 
hour. Capt. LunpBore is_ confident 
that a war ship capable of carrying 
heavy guns and of attaining the 
aforementioned speed can be built, and 
he desires that the Government of the 
United States shall have the first chance to 
secure his invention. If the Captain were 
not vouched for by Admiral Ammen, W. H. 
Wess, and other eminent American author- 
ities in marine architecture, we might re- 
gard his plans with derisive incredulity. 
But the weight of his indorsers may inspire 
the hope that American ship-building may 
once more revive, aud that we may have a 
real navy in spite of the Navy Department 
and the contractors. 


The people of Folkestone, England, hav- 
ing taken into their heads to offer a recep- 
tion to Marquis Tszne, the Chinese Ambas- 
sador, were rewarded by hearing from that 
pleasant gentleman that the Chinese court 
intercourse with foreign nations and fully 
appreciate its advantages, and he hoped that 
the cordial relations between his country 
and England would be forever uninter- 
rupted. This from the representative of 
the nation which was forced to open its 
ports to the English to enable them to carry 
on the opium traffic is charming. If the 
present Chinese Government does not court 
foreign influence, its envoys know enough 
to court the influence of one foreign nation 
in a conflict with another. 


THE NEW-YORK CANVASS. 

We presume that there are not many men 
who are capable of an intelligent opinion 
of the matter who would not say that, judg- 
ing the candidates on their merits, the 
Republican State ticket is superior to that 
of the Democrats in this State. The only 
man on the latter who makes any preten- 
sions to representing the feeling which led 
to the election of Mr. CLEVELAND as a re- 
form Governor is Mr. Cnraprn, and he cer- 
tainly cannot be compared for a mo- 
ment with Mr. Davenport. The others 
on the Democratic ticket are relatively 
obscure men of little capacity, who were 
placec where they are by the dictates of 
Mr. Mannrna’s machine. If, therefore, it 
could be assumed that the voting this year 
would be determined solely by the fitness of 
the candidates for State offices there would 
be little room for doubt as to the result. 
But the Democrats have chosen to avoid 
this plain and business-like aspect of the 
campaign, and to try to rally their party by 
the idea that the New-York election will be 
a preliminary contest 1m the Presidential 
struggle. They are so elated with their 
moderate success in Ohio that they evident- 
ly can think of nothing but the victory 
which they imagine awaits them next year. 

If the people are sensible, as they usually 
are, the success of the Democratic Party. in 
Ohio will not help it much in the Presidential 
canvass, It brings out the party in its true

colors. The Ohio election was carried 
by a coalition with the liquor interest, 
which supplied a good deal of money, 
against the most commendable, conserva- 
tive, and practical policy on the tem- 
perance question that either party had 
ever presented. The coalition would have 
failed if the extreme prohibitionists had not 
in effect joined it by putting up a separate 
ticket, which drew more votes than the Dem- 
ocratic majority. Sothat the exact opera- 
tion in Ohio was simply this, that the Re- 
publicans and reasonable temperance men 
were not so numerous as the Democrats and 
the friends of free rum. The Democrats 
adopted an evasive position on national 
politics, and openly allied themselves with 
the liquor-dealers. All that can be inferred 
from the Ohio election, as to them, is, there- 
fore, that they have no national policy, and 
that they are ready to strike a bargain with 
apy interest, no matter how disreputable or 
mischievous, that will help them get the 
offices. As a preliminary announcement 
for the Presidential canvass this is not of a 
kind to win public confidence. 


Yet the glimpse of the offices in a possibly 
near future has turned the head of the only 
Democrat in the United States who has the 
shadow of a reputation as an independent 
believer in the superior claims of public as 
against party interests. Gov. CLEVELAND, 
who had for nearly a year kept up the ap- 
pearance of an official who placed the 
country above party, as soon as he 
approached the question of the Ohio 
election, dropped into a tone of 
narrow and eager partisanship quite on a 
level with that of Jonn Kextuy. ‘The ‘“‘ vic- 
tory’? which his party, by the direct aid of 
the liquor-dealers and the indirect aid of the 
temperance fanatics, had won inspired him 
with the liveliest hopes and appetite, and 
he called to his party to push forward to 
like successes cn the national field, 
in naive forgetfulness of the fact that 
such achievements were by no means 
proper subjects for congratulation. The 
veriest hack who stimulates the greed of his 
followers by prophecies of the fat things 
awaiting them could not have adopted a 
tone more unfitting the position which Gov. 
CLEVELAND holds, and holds, as he has ac- 
knowledged, by Republican votes. It was 
doubtless the consciousness of how the Ohio 
election would affect the leaders of its party, 
and how their imprudent manifestations of 
aroused appetite would strike the inde- 
pendent voters of the country, that induced 
the Sun to call the attention of *‘ Democratic 
Governors’ to the fact that they were being 
very closely watched, and that ‘it would 
not do to commit blunders on the eve of a 
Presidential election.’”’” The warning was 
well-intended and sensible, but it did no 
good. Gov. CLeveLanpand Mr. Manninea 
have chosen to make New-York a battle- 
ground for the next Presidential election, but 
if the people should take them at their word 
they might regret their rashness. On purely 
State issues the Democratic Party is weak; 
on national issues it is still weaker. 


CUTTING O47 1HH FORESTS. 


The lumber manufacturers of the North- 
west have decided that the work of cut- 
ting off the valuable timber of the North- 
western States must be retarded, for two 
reasons—first, because the forests will soon 
disappear if the present rate of cutting is 
maintained, and, second, because the mar- 
kets are overstocked. Probably the first of 
these reasons was not the one that led 
the manufacturers to make this decision, 
although it is the one that demands the 
especial attention of persons not engaged in 
the lumber trade. Over-production was un- 
doubtedly the more powerful of the two 
reasons, and the other may have been an 
after-thought, for lumbermen heretofore 
have not been greatly moved by protests 
against the destruction of forests. The 
decision itself, however, whatever may have 
been the reasons that causedit to be made, 
is one.that will give satisfaction to those 
who have done what they could to point 
out the disastrous effect of cutting off the 
forests around the sources of our streams. 


The supply of certain kinds of timber in 
some of the States has become so small that 
it wili be exhausted in a few years. The 
Commissioner of Agriculture declares that 
in Maine the pine will last but four years 
and the spruce but fifteen, while at the pres- 
ent rate of cutting the pine forests of Michi- 
gan and Minnesota will be exhausted in ten 
years, and those of Wisconsin in twenty. 
These forests ought to be protected and re- 
newed, and it is worse than folly to cut 
them off so rapidly as to glut the lumber 
markets. The people of the Southern 
States will soon find it expedient 
to protect their forests, for as the 
white pine of the North becomes scarce and 
costly, the lumbermen will set their axes 
and saws at work in the heavily timbered 
regions that have thus far escaped. The 
South Atlantic and Gulf States abound in 
pine. Commissioner Lorina shows that 
while the percentage of woodland in farm 
acreage has fallen from 21 to 15 in Minne- 
sota since 1870, it is 55 per cent. in the 
South Atlantic States and 53 per cent. in 
the Gulf States. In the Middle States the 
percentage is 25. The extension of railway 
lines has already exposed the pine in parts 
of the South to the axe, but it has been es- 
timated that at the present rate of cutting the 
pine forests of Georgia will last for 80 years, 
those of the Carolinas for 50 years, those of 
Mississippi for 150 years, and those of 
Arkansas for 800 years. So far as Arkan- 
sas is concerned, however, this is probably 
an inaccurate estimate, for the timber lands 
and the forests of that State are rapidly 
passing into the hands of lumbermen, who, 
in the words of Gov. BeERky, ‘‘are pour- 
ing into the State every day from Michigan 
and Wisconsin.’’ The number of saw mills 
in the State has more than quadrupled 
since 1880. They have been erected along 
all the railway lines and navigable streams, 
and the production of lumber is twenty 
times as great now as it was only seven 
years ago. 

Those who are at work in these Southern 
forests, like those who have almost exhaust- 
ed the forests of the lake region, care only 
for the lumber and the money that is paid 
for it. The inevitable effect of their work 
upon the climate, the streams, and the soil 
is something in which they take no interest, 
but it is a matter of great importance to the 
permanent inhabitants of these regions, and 
especially to the farmers, and the experience 
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of other States and of foreign countries 
proves that those who shear from the land 
its most valuable crop ought to do their 
work under careful supervision.

RAILWAY COMPETITION. 


In an interview with a reporter of Tue 
Times, on Saturday, Mr. W. H. Vanper- 
BILT, with his usual playfulness, derided 
and scouted the notion that he cared a rap 
for the West Shore Railroad, either as an 
investment or as acompetitor. The West 
Shore Line runs parallel with the New- 
York Central, with the Hudson between the 
two roads from New-York to Albany, and 
thence westward the twain run side by side. 
From the windows of Mr. VANDER- 
BILT’s particularly dirty cars one can 
look across “the tracks of the rival 
road over which the roomy and handsome 
conveyances of the West Shore Road will 
soon be traveling. Exactly what connec- 
tions in the West the mew road will make, 
it is not now possible to say. There are 
various rumors and conjectures; but when 
the reporter asked our American Croesus for 
information concerning the report that there 
was an attempt to force a purchase of the 
West Shore Road by the Vanderbilt interest, 
the great man, as we have said, derided the 
notion that he wanted the road at any price 
or for any purpose. He would not have it. 
He did not believe that the Grand Trunk 


wanted it, and he had no fear whatever of 


its competition. 


For the sake of public convenience in 
traveling, it is to be hoped that Mr. VanpER- 
BILT, this time, really means what he says. 
It is demoralizing for prominent railway per- 
sons to set an example in the way of pinching 
facts to suit their convenience. And if the 
New-York Central Railway system is to 
have no competition and no wholesome 
dread of any, its niggardly management 
will last forever.’ ‘‘ Competition is the life 
of trade,’’ quotes Mr. VANDERBILT, with 
great apparent heartiness, and people who 
travel have this truth forced upon them 
with great vigor. If the New-York Cen- 
tral Railroad should have a little wholesome 
rivalry, travelers by rail might hope to see its 
dimly lighted, dingy, and ramshackle cars 
replaced by others that have been built 
within the present century, wherein one 
may read and sleep with some comfort. If 
the rival concern should run the convenient 
dining cars now coming into general use, 
Mr. VanpersBrut’s favorite railway feed- 
ing-cribs would disappear, and possibly the 
eastward-bound traveler from Chicago 
might at least be allowed to breakfast at 
Rochester, where he arrives at 7 A. M., and 
not be kept fasting until the train reaches 
Syracuse, at 9:30 in the forenoon. 


That competition is the life of trade is as 
true of railroads as of other industrial enter- 
prises, other magnates than Mr. VaNDER- 
BILT are obliged to confess. Nothing more 
antiquated and shabby in the way of rail- 
road coaches can be found than those in use 
on the Central Pacific Road. The Directors 
and their friends may travel in rolling pal- 
aces, but the general public must be trans- 
ported in antique arks of a pattern unknown 
and unused by any other line, and in which 
it is not possible to read print by the railway 
taper’s feeble ray. Since the Northern Pa- 
cific line with its modern coaches and 
appliances has been opened, there is 
industriously circulated a pleasing rumor 
that the Central Pacific Road is to be 
equipped with new and commodious 
parlor and sleeping cars. That is what 
competition does for transcontinental travel. 
That is what it will do for the unfortunate 
people who must needs journey over the 
New-York Central Railroad, with its admi- 
rable road-bed and detestable coaches. That 
1s what competition has done already for the 
Kansas Pacific branch of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, where conveyances that far out- 
shine those on the main stem (where there 
has been no competition) are used. And 
this is why the public will hope that Mr. 
VANDERBILT means what he says, this time, 
and that he will not absorb the rival West 
Shore Road, but will profit by that compe- 
tition which is the life of every trade. 


GAMBLERS’ LOSSES. 


The pool-sellers who lost many thousands 
of dollars on Saturday do not deserve the 
sympathy of honest men. If they long for 
commiseration, however, they may be able 
to get it from policy-dealers who have been 
deceived by false numbers, from faro bank- 
ers who have been beaten at their own 
game, and from other companions in mis- 
fortune. Perhaps they will attempt to 
recover from the telegraph company the 
money which the wire-tappers took from 
them, but if they do not succeed—and as 
their business is an illegal one, they would 
doubtless fail—they should accept the situ- 
ation with pleasant faces, and be consoled 
by the reflection that in the long run the 
biter must occasionally be bitten. 

Pool-selling has become a great evil. It 
is now a kind of gambling not confined, as 
it was a few years ago, to professional gam- 
blers, jockeys, and jmen of ‘the “sporting 
fraternity.’’ Under the present systerna it is 
not necessary that the buyer of a pool ticket 
should have a pocketful of money. The 
young clerk who earns scarcely enough to 
pay his board, and even the errand boy, can 
take a chance by the side of the ‘‘ plunger’ 
and the man who has made’betting his bus- 
iness for twenty years. It is a kind of 
gambling that not only confirms the old 
gambler in his ways, but also makes thou- 
sands of new gamblers every year by attract- 
ing young men and boys who ought to be 
acquiring good business habits, and who 
may at any time be tempted by losses or by 
hope of large gains to risk money that is not 
It brings them into contact

their own. 
with demoralizing companions and 
them to gambling of a more disreputable 
and ruinous kind, 

The pool-sellers, even when they carry on 
their business in a ‘‘square’’ way, are en- 
gaged in a demoralizing work, and must be 
ranked among the foes of society. It is be- 
lieved that some of them do not refuse to 
make with jockeys ‘‘arrangements’’ that 
are as fraudulent as any of the tricks and 
schemes of a wire-tapper. Unfortunately 
for the ticket buyers and for the best inter- 
ests of the people, it cannot be expected 
that any of them will be driven out of busi- 
ness by the swindles of scoundrels like those 
who reduced their capital on Saturday. 
They will not close their doors, but will try 
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to make good their losses by squeezing larger 
prefits out of their foolish patrons. 


OUR IMPENDING RUIN. 

The Brooklyn bridge has now been open 
not quite five months. It was assumed that 
the bridge would prove an enormous benefit 
to New-York, for reasons that never were 
particularly clear; but, as the result proves, 
the bridge is steadily depopulating this City. 
Up to Oct. 1, 1,865,800 persons passed over 
the bridge from New-York to Brooklyn, 
while only 1,519,600 came over the bridge 
from Brooklyn to New-York. In. other 
words, the bridge has drained New-York 
of 846,200 more people than it bas brought 
from Brooklyn. 

It needs only an elementary knowledge of 
slate and pencil to prove that at this rate 
New-York will be utterly depopulated in less 
than two years. Evenif we admit that a 


small proportion of the 846,200 who have ' 


fled from New-York by way of the bridge 
since last May have returned by way of the 
ferries, two years would still be quite sufii-- 
cient to entirely empty our City and to re- 
duce it to.a wilderness without even life 
enough to howl. 

This is a result very different from that 
which the promoters of the bridge promised 
us, and one which, to tell the truth, was 
foreseen by nobody.’ The causes of this 
exodus of New-York people and their sub- 
sequent disappearance in the wilds of Long: 
Island can only be surmised. It could easi- 
ly be understood that people should cross 
the bridge out of curiosity to see it, but the 
346,200 missing New-Yorkers evidently 
crossed it with some other intention than 
that of merely gratifying an idle curiosity. 
Their motives, however, are now of little 
consequence, and the one absorbing question 
is what has become of them. 

We may assume that a certain proportion 
of the missing people were lured into TaL- 
MAGE’S conventicle, witnessed one of his 
sermons, and were miserably. preached 
to death. Any very unusual mortality 
from TALMAGE’S sermons would, however, 
have attracted the attention of the health 
authorities, and as the health authorities 
have not interfered to check the Talmage 
pestilence, there is no reason to believe that 
very many of the missing New-Yorkers 
perished in the Brooklyn Tabernacle. It is 
extremely probable that large numbers of 
New- Yorkers wantonly wandering in Brook- 
lyn fell into the hands of the Long Island 
Railroad Company, and were straightway 
carried off to remote sea-side resorts 
on the east end of the island and de- 
livered over to Summer boarding-house 
keepers, by whom they are still detained 
and experimented upon with clam-fritters. 
Still others may have reached the lowlands 
lying back of Brooklyn and contracted the 
local chills and fever to such an extent that 
they cannot keep still long enough to ask 
for help, and cannot control their move- 
ments sufficiently to make their way home- 
ward. Finally, certain reckless New- York- 
ers may have entered those of the Brooklyn 
horse cars which profess to connect the city 
with remote Long Island towns, and may still 
be journeying wearily toward Newtown or 
Bath—journeys which are believed to oc- 
cupy ordinarily full six months. 

Even if by this supposition we could ac- 
count for the disappearance of, say, 200,000 
of our missing fellow-citizens, there would 
still be 146,200 to be accounted for. Are 
these unfortunate people living’ or dead ? 
Living they can hardly be or they would 
surely decline to remain in Brooklyn. If 
they are dead, to whom do they owe their 
untimely taking off? There is a great 
and terrible mystery here, which must be 
solved without a moment’s unnecessary de- 
lay. 

In the meantime, is the Brooklyn bridge to 
be perverted from its proper use to a field 
for Col. Parne’s experiments and to be 
made the means of depopulating this City? 
This is a grave question, but no one can read 
the report of Engineer Martin without per- 
ceiving that a drain of 346,200 in five 
months is something that our City cannot 
endure for two consecutive years without 
becoming as silent and desolate as Thebes or 
Palmyra. 





**Ouida,” who must have come to the con- 
clusion that her lurid books are losing their popu- 
larity, bas written another characteristic ietter 
upon the English and American novelists of the 
day, and their themes, in which she incidentally 
remarks that ‘‘ the passion flower is as real as the 
potato.”” What she means by this is not clear. 
Her letter is an attack upon the commonplace in 
literature, and is dated from Verona, “the home 
of Romeo and Giulietta.”” In that ancient and 
picturesque city ‘‘Ouida” says “a thousand trage- 
dies occur yearly.”” These tragedies—orimes she 
means—are more suitable subjects for the drama- 
tist and novelist than “the fictitious realism of the 
spineless commonplace.” But itis not necessary for 
the dramatist and the novelist to go to Verona to 
find criminals and their vietims for heroes and 
heroines. The story she tells of the Genoese lover 
who committed suicide because his mistress 
jilted him has its counterpart every day in 
the columns of the English and American news- 
papers. Deeds of violence are perhaps a trifle 
more frequent in London and Paris ard New-York 
than in the old Italian cities. Passion, with a cap- 
ital * P,” is sometimes the cause of them, but more 
frequently itis Rum. Mr. Aucustus Harris and 
Mr. Sims weave them into their plays with thrill- 
ing effect, though perhaps not with quite the lit- 
erary skill of “ Ouida.’ The novel of Passion and 
crime has not entirely disappeared, but people of 
good taste prefer to read the novelists who intro- 
duce them to better company—the “ Gossiping 
Bishops” of the late Mr. Trottorre and the edu- 
cated men and women of Mr. Jamss and Mr. 
HowE.tis. The Passion flower may be as real aa 
the potato, but it is neither so abundant nor so 
nutritious. 
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The fate of HENGsT, the young blacksmith, 
who allowed an old quack, or *‘ magic” doctor, to 
prescribe for him, ought to teach those residents 
ef Harlem who are said to have great confidence 
in the “ magician’s” skill that there is death in 
his brown powders and that it is safer, even if 
more expensive, to put their trust in an ordinary 
physician. Yet it will be difficult, we pre- 
sume, to convince the old swindier’s patrons 
that he does not possess a “healing power," 
given to him by dying Egyptians, ground-moles, 
and other accommodating persons or animals. 
Blind confidence in quacks is a characteristic of a 
Jarge part of the human race, and it is not only the 
ignorant who are doluded. The victims of such 
swindlers are not all so credulous, however, as 
HENastT was, and very few of them are forced to 
so auickly suffer the penalty. As for QuINzE, the 
**magician,’’ he ought not to be allowed to con- 
tinue his experiments, and if, as seems to have 
been the case, his “brown powder’ caused 
Henest’s death, he ought to be punished for the 
crime. 
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Senator CuLLoy, of Illinois, is said to have

If 
tnis be the Senator’s plan it may account for the 
change by which WuHEzzzr loses $2,000 a year.

THE CASINO CONCERT. 

The Casino concert last evening was at- 
tended by a very largeaudience. Mr. Aronson has 
undoubtedly touched the popular fancy by his 
clever combination of snatches from the French 
opera bouffes with pickings from the more seaate 
school of Italy. The programme last evening was 
cosmopolitan in its character, containing popular 
numbers from the works of Offenbach, Suppé, A. 
Thomas, Gounod, Bizet, Verdi, and Meyerbeer 
The chief musical feature was probably Mr. Ed- 
mund Neupert’s execution on the piano of Liszt’s 
transcription of airs from “L’Africaine.” This 
work is one of the least striking of Liszt’s masterly 
arrangements, but Mr. Neupert played it last 
evening with such judgement, force, and brilliancy 
that he fairly aroused the enthusiasm of the 
house and won himself a vociferous recall. 
The French part of the programme was 
given by Mile. Aimée, Mile. Nixau, Mile. 
Angéle, and M. Nigri. Mile. Aimée sang her favor- 
ite Spanish song, ‘‘La Paloma,” with her usual ex.

A UNION SOLDIER'S DIARY. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

An old diary, torn and disfigured, its fly-leaf 
bearing the date *‘ 1860,” its leather bound covers 
showing stains of blood as well as of dirt, its pages 
written and rewritten, crosswise and diagonally in 
a fine hand-writing, sometimes in ink, more often 
in pencil, and sometimes even in charcoal stubs, 
was what a Main-street merchant showed us 


Monday morning. “Something I dug ont of my 
papers yesterday,” said he. “It isa diary of the 
biggest part of my life. It begins with little bap- 
penings that grow bigger every year until the last 
leaf, and then those lines crosswise and those 
diagonally are weightier still. Perhaps the bie- 
gest record in it is that of my enlistment in 
the army, and thon it follows along to 
my capture and imprisonment, my furlough, 
my return to the army, my recapture, and 
the days that I spent in Salisbury Prison in 
North Carolina. “ Here,” continued he, “ are the 
figures of the death-rate of prisoners during the 
Winter of 1864-5 that I spent in Salisbury Prison— 
a death-rate that I kept myself and for whose ac- 
curacy I can vouch.” The book showed 250 deaths 
in one week from sickness. On one page was the 
record: “Eighty of our boys died te-day." Be. 
tween Dec. 12 and 26, 1864, 500 died, mostly from 
pneumonia. Our Main-street merchant leaned 
back in his chair. this pleasant October morn- 
ing and wondered aloud at the morbid pleas- 
ure he took in keeping the record of how the 
boys died in Salisbury Prison. He used to count 
the dead as they lay piled in tiers, “like 
cord-woed.” as he expressed it, on the 
prison floor, and note it in the beok. There 
were 8,000 of the Union army im Salisbury 
Prison that Winter. There were three Lewiston 
men there that live in this city to-day. ‘The one 
thing in the book that made me feel about as 

as anything,”’ continued he, *‘ was the record, as |} 
read it yesterday, of the death of a man that [ had 
slept with for six weeks in the prison before we 
were admitted to the building, One blanket cov- 
ered four of us. Our bed was out of doors and as 
good as a bed in the middle ot Main-street, and no 
better. We had nothing but the one blanket. Our 
chances had been so much alike that I couldn’t 
see much hope for myself after that. I used to 
dream every night that I should be exchanged. 
Before I was captured, every night for a month I 
dreamed that I should be captared and go to Sal- 
isbury. I never dreamed, though, that things 
would settle dewn after the war as peacefully ag 
they have or that [ should haye life as pleasant as 
it is this beautiful morning.”

Although the past season at Coney Island 
was not a specially remunerative one the owners 
of property there are by no means discouraged. 
Already plans have been mapped out for next sea- 
son, and among these is the much needed 
rebuilding of the concourse, as the almost impas- 


sable driveway between Brighton Beach and West 


Brighton is called. The dilapidated, broken road- 
way, & continuous stretch of hummocks and gullies 
resulting from the broken concrete, is to be 
rebuilt in the early Spring before the days 
for excursionists to the island set in. This 
will be a welcome improvement for all 
who have to ride from the east to the 
west end of the island, In order to better accomo- 
date those who may wish to drive from this City or 
Brooklyn to either the Manhattan Beach or 
Oriental Hotel, Mr. Corbin has arranged to 
build a road for their accommodation. This 
road will extend from the ocean _park- 
way east to the rear of the two hotels named, and 
run close tothe present spur railroad track rup- 
ning from the Manhattan Beach Railroad Station 
to the Oriental. The railroad track will be re- 
moved, as the running of trains would be danger- 
ous. in its place will be a wide macamized 
driveway. which will be crescent-shaped, #0 
as to pass near to the rear piazzas of 
both the Manbattan Beach and Oriental Hotels. 
In order that stables and barns may not be a 
nuisance to patrons of the hotels these will be 
on the north side of Sheepshead Bay, and will he 
connected by telephone with the hotels. The 
bridge across the bay leading to the stables will be 
rebuilt, and a broad driveway constracted leading 
to it from tbe hotels. 

Paul Bauer's West Brighton Beach Hotel, the 
largest on the west end of the island, is to be 
raised one story next Spring. The plans, which 
have been prepared, provide for a large billiard 
an l room to accommodate 12 tables, 6 
bow) alleys, and 3 long rifle ranges. 
The restaurant and concert-rooms now on 
the first floor will occupy the second 
when the improvements are made. The 
rifle galleries have heretofore been in a sunken 
range east of the hotel, between it and the iron 
pler. The wooden roof of tuis range, which was 
on a level with the sidewalk, has been torn off, and 
men are now engaged in filling up the long, narrow 
cellar which was unroofed. 

The pleasant weather yesterday afternoon was 
such as to induee several thousand to visit the 
island during the day, the number exceeding the 
visitors to the island on any of the daysof the last 
week of the season. All the ladies brought back 
with them masses of wild flowers or herbs, which 
they gathered and arranged into fair-appearing, if 
not pleasantly fragrant, bouquets. 
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VERMONT AND CANADA SHARES. 


Boston, Oct. 14.—The annual report of the 
Directors of the Vermont and Canada Railroad 
Company, which is to be submitted to the stockhold- 
ers at their annual meeting next Thureday, gives in 
detail the reasons why it was deemed necessary 


to advise the stoekbolders of the road not to sur- 
render their shares to the American Loan and 
Trust Company in exchange for the bonds of the 
Conselidated Railroad Company, of Ver- 
mont, withant obtaining security of unques- 
tionable priority. Tbe Directors say they 
cannot understand why the Langdon suit 
is not discontinued. As the Directors of the Con- 
solidated Railroad Company and those of the 
Central Vermont Company are identieal it 
would seem that there must be some rea- 
soD apparent to them, or some interest of 
theirs net common to the other expectant 
holders of the new bonds, why such discontinuance 
bas not already taken place. whe report goes on 
tosay: ‘** Yocr Directors see some cause for alarm 
in the delay, as it is called, in the discontinuing of 
this suit and in the call of the Trust 
Company upon you to take new bonds 
forthwith or hazard your right to them 
forever. It seems to us that until this suit is dis- 
continued and the Receivership ended, a mortgaze 
to secure the bends imports nothing more than a 
second mortgage, whereas the settlement re- 
quires it to be a first mortgage. Without the 
removal of these obstacles the trust company 
cannot offer such bonds as were to be given in ex- 
change for your shares. The imterest has been 
running for seme months on the bonds of the Con- 
solidated Railroad Company, and yet the company’ 
is getting none of the income of the roads, and, 
so far as we know, possesses pO means 
of itsown wherewith to pay such interest; and 
no one else is bound to pay these bonds, 
either interest or principal. If we grant 
that the consolidated company may 
obtain from the Receiver sufficient funds to meet 
the interest as it accrues, yet it cannot be claimed 
that such arrangement affords any security for the 
future or is otherwise than dangerous as an ex- 
pedient or precedent. The report then refers te 
the proposed sale of the Consolidated Road and of 
the Central Vermont to the Grand Trunk, and 
asks if the Langdon suit is to be diseontinued 
before such a purchase is effected of if tne con- 
solidated road is to be turned over to the Grand 
Trunk before even gaining possession of the prop- 
erty it has undertaken to mortgage’ The 
only means, in the opinion of the Directors, 
vf enforcing the fulfillment of the terms of the set- 
tlement is for the stockholders to retain their 
shares and the control of their organization until 
the obstacles to a valid mortgage shall have been 


removed.

THE MURDER OF ADA ATKINSON. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 14.—A telegram to the 
Journal from Lafayette indicates that the secret of 
the murder of Ada Atkinson, whose dead body 
was found in her room on the evening of Sept. 


24, is on the verge of being unraveled. One of the 
deteetives engaged in the case yesterday extorted 
from Jacob Nelling, a farm hand employed on the 
Atkinson place. a confession that on the afternoor 
of the murder Jacob Ladd approached him and 
proposed they should criminally assault Ada 
Atkinson, the young girl being at that 
time the only occupant of the house. 
Nelling refused and Ladd departed. Nelling 
said he knew nothing of the murder until 
he beard the screams of Lucy Atkinson, on ais- 
covering the body of ber murdered sister. At 
the time Ladd made his proposal to Nelling, 
the latter was at work ina field near the house. 
When Ladd left Nelling he went to the woods and 
began cutting saplings. While resting 
from his work he a& scream, 
and, on looking at found it 
was just 2:45 o'clock. been found 
that the cuts on the body of the murdered girl 
corresponded exactly with the blade of a knife 
carried by Nelling. Both men have been arrested 
and are now in jail at Fowler, the county seat. 
The citizens are greatly excited and there is open 
talk of lynching.

COL. TOM OCHILTREE TELLS ABOUT THE 
TRIP, ABOUT MRS. LANGTRY, AND A 
GOOD MANY HAPPENINGS ELSEWHERE. 


The long, black, towering hull of the Guion 
Line steam-ship Oregon sped past Fort Wadsworth 
yesterday afternoon at 4:45 o'clock on her first 
trip, and the revolutions {of her screw soon after 
ceased, to enable her to stop at Quarantine. She 
was bright in paint, and looked at a distance like a 
Broadway block moving through the water. 
There was a broad red streak along her 
water-line, but otherwise the hull was 
black, Clouds of black smoke poured from 
her two enormous stacks. The deck-houses 
and joiner-work were white as snow and the 
brass-work which cevered rails and portholes 
shone like burnished gold in the rays of the sun. 


The Oregon had been kept waiting outside the bar 
for high water since 12 o’cloek. ** Ail well?’’ cried 
the Health Officer, as his noisy little tug ran up 
alongside. “All well,” was thereply. The Cap- 
tain did not waut to drop anchor, and the Health 
Officer said he might simply lie to while the 
inspection was made. The decks were crowded, 
and the people on small craft knew that there 
were « number of well-known persons on board, 
among them Col. Tom Oebiltree, the picturesque 
Texas wafer ny pad Mrs. Langtry, Lord Bury, 
Secretary of the War Department under Beacons- 
teld’s administration, and Majer William Corn- 
wallis West, the husband of Mrs. Cornwallis West, 
the famous English beauty. The afternoon was 
a giorious one, and the Bay was white with sails. 
The suu beat down fiercely, but a gentle breeze 
tempered the heat. The fog had left the Bay, 
altbough it was still hanging over the water 
outside. 

A side-wheel steamer, the John E. Moore, came 
splashing up to the dock at Quarantine in the 
darkness at 5:30 o’clock in the morning. She left 
the foot of Twenty-third-street at 4 o'clock. When 
the day broke it revealed Mr. Frederick Gebhard 
on board, with two other gentlemen, one of whom 
he called ‘*Cholly.”.. Mr. Gebhard paid $10an hour 
for the boat. He retained the seclusion that 
the cabin granted during the day. When 
the Oregon hove in sight the Moore 
steamed sway out on the bosom of the 
Bay. Mr. Gebhard had a Custom-house permit to 
take Mrs. Langtry off on the boat which he had 
hired. No boat was allowed to come up until the 
Health Officer had boarded the vessel. Mrs. Lang- 
try took in the scene with evident interest, She 
was arrayed in a close-fitting garment of dark 
greeen cloth, with alternating narrow stripes of 
red and white in front and broader ones of the 
same color around the bottom. A plain white col- 
lar encircled her throat and no jewels were appar- 
ent. On her head she wore a dark cloth hat with 
a feather on one side anda veil tied over it. In her 
arms ehe earried a Prince Albert lap-dog, which 
she called Lily. 

“Tam giad to get back here,.”” she said, “‘ but I 
shall not stay in New-York. I shal! goto Montreal 
first. and shall not appear in a performance in 
New-York until Jan. 7. Then I shall go West clear 
to California, and perhaps to Australia. The pas- 
sage was delightful, The ship is a magnificent 
vessel. There was very little unpleasant weather.” 

. You have been studying in Paris, have you 
not?” 

“I studied very little. Will you excuse me? The 
Customs officer wants to see me.” 

After seeing to her baggage a ladder was run 
down to the wheel-house of the Moore, and Mr, 
Gebhard came on board. Mrs. Langtry greeted 
him simply with a hand-shake and an expression of 
pleasure at seeing him. Mrs. Langtry and her 
mother descended the ladder and steamed away 
with Mr. Gebhard. 

Major West said Mrf. West did not accompany 
him because she dreaded the passage and preferred 
to stay at home with her children. He had never 
before been in this country, and intended to visit 
Minister West, a relative of his, at Washington, 
and make a trip through the United States and 
Canadas. He expectéd to eallon Lord Coleridge. 
Major West is as fine aspecimen of manly beauty 
as his wife is of feminine grace. 

Lord Bury, a very courtly man, was accom- 
panied by Lady Bury and his daughters, the Hon. 
Misses Theodore and Hilda Keppel, the family 
name. Lady Bury was the eldest daughter of Sir 
Alan McNob, the first Speaker of the united houses 
of Upper and Lower Canada. They came to visit 
her old home, look after some property of Lord 
Bury’s, and take a trip through the country. Lord 
Bury said, with a touch of humor, that he was 
holding no position now. He was on the wrong 
side, but lived in hope. He and Lord Coleridge 
were excellent friends, but on opposite sides in 
polities. Lord Bury is a Conservative. 

Col. Oehiltree’s ulster was bound around him 
with a belt like asurcingle. A glass (marine glass) 
was slung on a strap from his shoulder, and his 
hat Was set as squarely on his head. “Iam going 
back te my constituents,” he said. ‘My district 
controls most of the Federal offices for the 
entire State. Texas is a great State. In tne year 
ending Sept. 1 the taxable property increased 
$100,000,000. I have been across the water a great 
many times, but this passage beatthemaill. The 
Oregon is the finest specimen of marine architect- 
ure afloat. I may compare her and her 
architect to Pygmalion and Galatea If 
he could breathe life into her he might 
love her and well feel like wedding ner. 
The passengers proved a charming lot. Mrs. 
Langtry was modest and unassuming. She studied 
every day until noon, and sat next tothe Captain 
uttable, She and Mrs. Cornwallis West parted 
affectionately on the other side. I have been 
gone five months and return to my constituents, 
one among ten thousand, altogether lovely, and 
proud to represent them. Our Henry is com- 
ing, Irving I mean. Well, he’s a_ fraud. 
Elien Terry is a better actress than he is 
an actor, aud Rese Coghlan is better than she is. I 
have seen Irving for 16 years. He never could 
equal Forrest, Edwin Booth, or John McCullough. 
He has tried hara enoneh to make an actor of him- 
self. No man ever studied harder, but he does 
not possess genius. He mounts his plays in the 
finest style you ever saw. The people here 
who pay high prices for seats may like 
him, but the gods in the gallery won't 
have him. They'll render an unfavorable 
verdict. He will draw at first, because people will 
want to see him, but he will notdo wel] in the 
country. The English veople are divided on him. 
The Prince of Wales patronized him and that set- 
tied it. Itisthe fashion with the ‘set’ to see and 
praise Irving, and the people beiieve him great for 
this reason. 

** Alfonso's throne was pretty shaky,”’ continued 
Col. Ochiltree, “ before the insult in Paris. The 
little King was very unpopular, but he bore him- 
self well in Paris, and now beis the idol of the 
Spanish people. Alfonso has got pluck enough. 
All the Princes of his family have been 
brave. He did a good thing in letting Sa- 
gasta go. Spanish people don’t seem to eare 
much about scandals ordinarily, but the Queen 
raised such a row about the Alfonso scandal that 
the people took some notice of it, and Alfonso lost 
some of his popularity on that aecount. Spain is 
about the only power that Framce eould look 
to for friendship. It was a clever stroke 
of policy on Bismurck’s part in making 
Alfonso Colonel of that Uhlan regiment. I 
leit varis before Alfonse got there. I heard 
the cabmen and the people in the cafés and on the 
boulevard talking about the *‘Ublan’ King. The 
monarchies have gotto go. France is republican. 
The other countries don’t like to see it. In France 
there is no objection tothe ferm of government. 
The only trouble is with the administration. France 
needs aleader. it has had none since the death of 
Gambetta. Clemenceau would make a good one. 
He only lacks conservatism. I notice that men ac- 
quire that after getting into power. Heisa mod- 
est man. He married an American girl, you know. 
Waldeck Rousseau is also a man of decided ability. 
but Clemenceau is, I think, about the strongest 
man in Europe. Senator Lafayette, grandson of 
the old Marquis, showed the most sense of any 
man imetia France. The French Army needs or- 
ganization. The German Army is perfection. 

** Barealdine,” further sald the Colonel, “is an 
Irish horse, and is the best on the other side. 
Tristan is the next best. I want to see Eole, Fred- 
die Gebhard’s borse, go across the water. He's 
the best horse in this country. He can beat Tris- 
tan,and I don’t know but that he can Barcaldine. 
The best 3-year old on the other side is Bor- 
der Minstrel. Lorillard took Iroquois a 
little too soon. 1 thick he would have 
won the Goodwood. He'd been out of form 
for a year and was just getting into his 
38-year-old sbape. Miss Chamberlain, the Amer- 
jean beauty, is the handsomest woman in Europe. 
Sbe is to Mrs. Langtry what the sun is to 
a tallow candle. She is a good,true Americar 
girl. She would not go to the Prince of Wales’s 
house until introduced at Court.” 

Capt. James Price, Commodore of the Guion 
fleet, was in command of the Oregon. He reached 
his sixty-first birthday Saturday, when the ship 
finished her run of 456 miles in 24 hours. The pas- 
sengers presented him witha purse of £50. Mr. 
Besjamin Brown, of this City, gave the chief en- 
gineer, John A. Williams, a gold wateh. At an en- 
tertainment on Friday Lord Bury presided. Mrs. 
Langtry appeared. Lithgow James sang and little 
Miss Hatton, daughter of Joseph Hatton, recited 
“The Star Spangied Banner.” About $100 was 
colleeted for the Seaman's Orphanage.

THE STEAM-SHIP OREGON. 
ARRIVAL OF THE LATEST ADDITION TO THE 
WILLIAMS & GUION FLEET. 

The new Guion steam-ship Oregon arrived 
from Liverpool yesterday. Her maiden voyage 
proved very successful, although her engines were 
not put tothe test. Her officers say thatshe will 
be able to make the passage between Queenstown 
and this port in about six days when her machinery 
gets in thorough running order. The first voyage 
aceomplished in 7 days 8 hours and 
88 minutes. The best day's run was 456 
miles, This beats the recerd by about 
20 miles. As her machinery was new, the bearings 


became heated several times, and the engines were 
slowed down in consequence. But for this trouble, 
which isa common one with new steam-shbips, the 
record of the Alaska would have been beaten easily. 
The run for each day of the voyage was as follows: 
Sunday, Oct. 7, 60 miles; Monday, 400 miles: 
Tuesday, 362 miles; Wednesday, 422 miles; Tpurs- 


| dav, 880 miles; Friday, 881 miles; Saturday, 456 


miles; Sunday, 371 miles. The weather was mod- 
erate the greater portion of the passage. Queens- 
town was left at 8:20A. M. on Oct.7, and the 
Oregon anchored off Sandy Hook at 12:20 P, M. 
yosterday. 

The Oregon was built by John Elder & Co, at 
Govan, near Glasgow. She was oonstructed on 
lines similar to those of the Arizona and Alaska, of 
the same line. both of whieh vessels haye proved 


remarkably fast. She measures 7,500 tons, and her 
dimensionsare: Length, 520 feet: breadth of beam, 
54 feet, and depth of hold, 40% feet. The hull is 
built of steel and is of great strength. It is divided 
into a number of water-tight compartments. 
The princival feature of the Oregon is the enor- 
mous power of her engines. Their indieated horse 
power is upward of 12,000, They are of the three- 
cylinder type. The high-pressure cylinder. which 
is 70 inches in diameter, is placed between the two 
low-pressure cylinde:s, each of which is 104 
inches in diameter. The connecting-rods are 
geared into cranks which balance each other and 
produce a smooth and equal motion. The pis- 
ten stroke is 6 feet. In constructing the sbaft 
only crucible steel has been used. The two 
arms of each of the cranks were formed 
separately and were “shrunk” on to the 
straight shaft. By this method much of the danger 
of flaws developing themselves in the metal is 
avoided. Theshaft of the Oregon is formed of 15 
different parts. There are 9 boilers, made entirely 
of steel. Each is 1634 feet long and 1634 feet in 
diameter. Each boiler is heated by 8 furnaces 
of the Fox patent. These are of corru- 
gated iron, and present a greater area of 
heating surface than the furnaces of the old type. 
The boilers were tested at a pressure of 220 
pounds to the square inch, but they are not re- 
quired to bear more than 110 peunds. In order to 
keep the powerful engines of the Oregon running, 
a daily consumption of 240 tons of coalis neces- 
sary. During the trial trip of the Oregon her 
huge engines enabled berto travel a distance of 
294 knots, with a remnant of the tide against her, 
in 1 hour and 27 minutes. This shows a speed of 
more than 20 knots, or over 23 miles per hour. 

The Oregon has accommodations for 340 first, 92 
feoond, and 1,110 third class passengers. Her grand 
saloon is 65 feet long and extends the entire width 
of the veasel. Its long tables have a seating capa- 
city for all of the first class passengers at one time. 
It is laid with a parauetrie floor and its fittings are 
elegant. The celling decorations are principally 
in white end gold. The panels are of polished 
satin wood, and the pilasters are walnut, with gilt 
capitals. A cupola, 25 feet long and 15 feet 
wide, rises 20 feet from the centre of the 
saloop. At the top of this is a skylight 
which can be kept open in the stormiest 
weather. The saloon is forward of the engines. 
The state-rooms are large and well lighted and 
ventilated. Every facility for comfort is provided 
in the cabin. The ladies’ drawing-room jis furnished 
in a costly manner, ana is on the promenade deck. 
‘The latter extends nearly the entire length of the 
vesse!. The wood-work of the ladies’ drawing-room, 
the Captain's cabin, and the prineipal entrance 
to the saloon came from the State of Oregon. On 
the upper deck near the entrance of the grand sa- 
loon is the smoking-room, which is paneled in 
Spanish mahogany and has amosaic floor. Incan- 
descent electric lamps, supplied by the Edison 
Company, are used in lighting the vessel. The 
Oregon has four masts, the forward two 
of which are square-rigged, while the others 
are “ fore-and-afters."” There are two enormous 
smoke-stacks, which, at first sight, appear out of 
proportion with the hull. The main deck slopes 
very gradually from the stem to the stern, which 
is overhanging. The principal officers of the Ore- 
gon are: Captain—James Price; Purser—Robert 
Thorpe; Surgeon—Dr. Fottrell; Chief Steward— 
John Dempsey; Chief Engineer—John R. Williams.

A NEW VISITOR AT THE PARE. 
A HUGE BLACK BEAR INTRODUCED TO THE 
INMATES OF THE MENAGERIE. 


A heavy express wagon rolled through the 
Sixty-fifth-street entrance to Central Park Satur- 
day noon and stopped in front ef the arsenal. Su- 
perintendent Conklin came out to the wagon, 


which contained a huge white house, with heavy 
iron bars covering an opening: in each gable end. 
The Superintendent smiled and directed the 
driver to take the house, around to the 
rear of the arsenal.

JAY GOULD IN MISSOURI. 


HOW THE MIGSOURI PACIFICO HAS BEEN USED 


AND A COMPETING LINE DESTROYED. 
From the Kansas City (Mo.) Times, Oct. 12. 

The Missouri and Pacific Railway Company 
is ostensibly a creature of the laws of Missouri. 
It ought to be subject to the power of the State, 
and all its operations conducted in the interests of 
the people of the State, But what are the facts? 

In 1878 it passed out of the control of gentlemen 
identified with the citizens of Missouri and into 
the hands of citizens of New-York. It at once 
ceased to be operated for the benefit of the People 
of the State to which it owed its creation and life. 
The New-York syndicate that had purchased its 
legitimate stock at once proceeded to place upon 
the road additional stocks and additional bonds 
in amvunts not limited by tke original and actual 
investments, but based upon estimated ability of 
the people of the State to bear additional burdens. 
An original bonded indebtedness of $11,726,700 was 
raised to $24,679,000, and an original stock indebt- 
edness of a few millions multiplied until it reached 
the enormous sum of $29,958,900, making a stock 


and bonded debt of $54,637,900, an average per 
mile of road of $64,053 80. Charges for transporta- 
tion have been so imposed by the New-York 
pi oas that the -_ —_ — an income 
7 per cent. on the stock an nd eh 
$54,637,900. nate 

The net income of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
is, acoording to the official reports, $4,518,610 23, 
asum sufficient for dounle, if not treble, the actual 
investment of the owners of the franchise and the 
property. The collection, therefore, of two anda 
quarter millions more than necessary for trans- 
portation service is substantially an annual tribute 
to that amount levied upon the industries of the 
country by the owners of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway. 

If the company had done nothing more than 
water its stocks and issue consolidated bonds and 
tax the country through which its roadsrun to give 
them Dar values, its offenses would neither have 
oee6n 80 rank norso numerous, But, looking with 
longing eyes upon the rich products of Missouri’s 
fruitfal fields, it determined, if possible, to nullify 
the- law of competition, to buy and consolidate 
parallel and competing lines of railroads in viola- 
tion of the laws of the State, create a monopoly 
of the earrying trade in the great sections of the 
State, and increase the already extortionate levies 
ubon every article of merchandise carried upon its 
trains. So far did it goin utter eontempt of the 
Jaw as to buy aroad built with public money for 
the purpose of securing faeilities which the Mis- 
sonri Pacific main line refused to give, and by com- 
petition to obtain reduced rates and local accom- 
modations, to consolidate it underits own man- 
agement and then rip up the rails, cut down the 
hedges, dismantle and destroy the competiug line 
tbus built. From an invader tt turned toa vandal 
and destroyed property as inexorably as it de- 
stroyed values and taxed the production of the 
country. Sueh are some of the offenses which that 
abstraction called the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company has committed against the rights of per- 
sons and of property in Missouri. 

The impersonal agent, however, is but means in 
the hands of those who obtained its franchises by 
purchase and took authority under them not con- 
templated in the trust through which they were 
bestowed.

ADVICE TO THE XAVIER ALUMNI SODALITY 
ON ITS TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY.

Memoration of the twentieth anniversary of the 
Navier Alumni Sodality, and took a seat at the left 
pf the altar.

Capel. who selected the follow- 
text. Philippians 1; 9, from the epistle of the 
day: “ And this I pray, that your love may abound 
yet more and ‘more in knowledge and in all judg- 
ment. 

Anniversaries, he said. were so many stepping- 
stones through the brook ef life, whieh all persons 
‘Were bound to cross over whether they wanted to 
or not. Each anniversary came to mankind as 
pome good gon from which the past could be re- 

ed and profitably considered. People might 
look at themselycs and see how little they 
Were and how little good they could do; 
thereby they micht be stimulated to exert 
such wer as they possessed in the cause 
of rist. Mgr. Capel eulogized those 
who had introduced the Roman Catholic 
faith into this country. Tne world then despised 
and bated the Catholio Church just as the world 
always bated truth. “But your fathers aid their 
work well.”’ continued the speaker. “and they met 
with a degree of success of which they may be 
proud. They have handed down to you a church 
which exacts respect and consideration. Tho 
world is beginning to smile upon the Catholic 
Chureb. Your very numbers compel the worid not 
to despise your church. The men who are now 
held responsible fer the welfare and progress of 
the Catholic Church were bound to give to the 
world a robust and active church. Catholics were 
living in a bustling business community, and it was 
Proper that they should endeavor to show the Prot- 
estants with whom they mingled that they were 
more honest, more just,and more unselfish from 
their conuection with the Catholic Church. Nor 
should Catholics be afraid of studying the sciences 
and pitting their faith against what science might 
teach them. Preperly understood the Catholic 
Church was strong enonzh to stand against all 
scientific influences as well as against the Protest- 
ant influences. 

The speaker admonished the members of the St. 
Francis Xavier Union that they had a social duty 
to perform. He believed that one of the things 
that the Catholie Church in America needed was a 
Jittle higher social standard. It was true that the 
Catholic Church was the church of the poor, but 
its faithful workers must not forget that the rich 
had souls tosavetoo. Mer. Capel recommended 
that just such organizations as the union turn their 
Bttention to extending and improving the social 
character of the church. lt was well. he said. to 
have some members of wealth and social standing 
in the Catholic Church as a leaven to the whole.

FIFTY YEARS iN CRURCH WORK. 
THE REV. DR. & I. PRIME IN THE PULPIT 
WHERE BIS FIRST SERMON WAS GIVEN. 

Fifty years ago yesterday the Rev. Dr. 8. 
Irenzus Prime, editor of the New-York Observer, 
delivered at Bedford, Westchester County, his first 
sermon. Yesterday Dr. Prime preached again in 
the same village, oceupying the pulpit of the Pres- 
byterian cburch. The sermon yesterday was a re- 
view of the events in the history of the church dur- 
ing the half-century and a comparison of the moral 
condition of the world of to-day with that of 


50 years ago. The causes which led to the disrup- 
tion of the Presbyterian Chureh in 1837-8, and 
its reunion 30 years later, were reviewed, and the 
civil war, with its effect upon the ehurches, was 
considered. Fifty years ago there were only 1,855 
ministers in the Presbyterian Church. ‘To-day 
there are 6,288. The membership has increased 
ag 233,580 in 1833 to 727,712 in 1883. 
e foreign missionary work of all the 
Protestant churebes 50 years ago showed 
B7,775 converts. In 1880 there were 664,417. 
In 1833 infidelity was stronger in Germany, Eng- 
Jand, and France than it is now. The speaker 
referred to the growth of intemperance and 
Rowanism. He expressed strong faith in the pow- 
er of truth and the providence of God to meet the 
evils of the day. No half-century bad seen s0 
t an advance in seience, in religion, in art. and 
in moraisas the past. * Itisgrand,” said Dr. Prime, 
“to have a place on the earth in such a period 
pf the world’s history; to be one of the twelve 
hundred millions of its inhabitants. Still grander 
is the privilege to be a Christian eitizen of the 
United States at such atime as this.” In conciu- 
zion Dr. Prime referred to the fact that he is the 
oldest editor in service in this City, having occu- 
pied that position on the Observrr 43 years. Every 
minister of the Presbytery of New-York at the 
time he joined it is now dead.

HOME FRUIT GETTING SCARCE. 
THE PEACH SEASON ENDING AND GRAPES 
DAMAGED BY FROST. 

A few more peaches will come from New- 
Jersey to-day and to-morrow, and that will end 
the New-Jersey peach season for this year. There 
has been more than an average crop produced 
there this year, and while they have, except in a 
few cases, sold at moderately low prices, the season 
has been a profitable une. The Hudson River peach 
crop has not paid as well, as most of the peaches 
which came from there have been of very indiffer- 
ent quality. There will be, in all probability, a few 
peaches coming from there for two weeks more, 
and it is quite probable that most of them will be 


sold for about $1 per basket. There will be few 
peaches here again this season that will attract the 
attention ef dealers in fancy fruit, and. in fact, 
there have been very few peaches of that charac- 
ter forthe past two weeks. Such fruit will com- 
ane prices. As high ae 4 per — wes 
paid for some peaches only of fair q y las 
week, yet hundreds of baskets of small 
River peaches, sound and in order, 
were sold for less than $1 per basket. 
There was somewhat of a scarcity of pears during 
the early part of jast week, but toward the end a 
large quantity arrived from the Western portion 
of the State, and the market was more liberally 
supplied. There should be large receipts of 
Dutchess pears this week, end doubtiess many 
parrels of fine grade of this variety will be sold 
this week for about $5 per barrel. ere will not 
be the quantity of quinces this season that there 
was iast. There were not so many produced in 
the quince-growing regions as iast year, and there 
has been an extraordinary demand for 
them from the West, principally from Cbi- 
cago. Bryers from that city were re- 
ported as being in Monroe and Ontario Counties, 
where the greater quantity is produced, and paying 
as high as $6 per barrel for that fruit to ship West, 
and that is more than New-York retail buyers 
seem willing to pay here. There will bea good 
many here this week, and it is quite probabie that 
they will sell for about as low this week as at any 
time during the season. The commission mer- 
chants are expecting to get from $5 to $6 per bar- 
rel for apple —- of good quality. There isa 
small crop of pear guinces, which come mostly 
from Connecticut, and they will doubtless sei] this 
season for as much as apple quinces. There was a 
deeided advance in the price of apples last week, 
and some barrels of fine snow apples from Maine 
were wholesaled at as high prices as $7 per barre!, 
and the ordinary rough Baldwins and Greenings, 
which come to market in open-headed barrels, 
mostly from New-Jersey and Westchester County, 
were sold on Saturday for upward of 20 shillings 
per barrel. They will probably sell for even more 
this week. 

The heavy frosts of 10 days age, followed by the 
warm weather of last week, has wrought great 
damage to the domestic grape crop. Hundreds of 
tons of Concord grapes were so badly damaged 
that they can only be used by the wine and vine- 
gar manufacturers, and there is only a very small 
supply of grapes not so affected. Consequently, 
after a few days, when those grapes that have 
been damaged are either pressed into wine or have 
decayed, good, firm Concord grapes that will not 
fall from the stems will be scarce, and undoubtedly 
prices will advance to twice as much as they were 
sold for last week. The grapes from the lake country 
do not come in very fast. and it is reported that the 
crop that has been harvested there is much smaller 
than usual, and there is little or no probability of 
theré being many cheap Catawbas or Delawares 
this eeason; and any real nice quality of grape of 
either of these varieties will probably wholesale 
for upward of 7 cents per pound, and as high as 10 
cents, but the great abundance of the white 
Malaga grapes anid the moderately jow prices at 
which they are sold will prevent the domestic 
grape from being sold at any higher prices than 
above quoted. The finest Malaga grapes wholesale 
for about $6 per barrel, which is 124 cents per 
pound. There is a liberal supply of Jamaica graps 
arriving, and reports from there are to the effect 
that the crop this season is a good one, both as to 
yay A and quantity. Theycan be bought now 
or from $7 to $8 per barrel. 


ARMED WITH A BUTCHER'S KNIFE. 
A CONVICT AT SING SING TRYING TO KILLA 
KEEPER. 

Joseph Conway, a convict in Sing Sing 
Prison, languished in a dark cell in that institution 
yesterday as punishment for a murdereus assault 
upon his instruetor, Henry Breen, on Saturday 
afternoon. On accountof his being short in his 
Gay’s work on Friday, Instructor Breen had to re- 
port him to the principal keeper. On Saturday 
morning he was accordingly left in bis cell, to be 
seen.by Principal Keeper Connaughton. He told 
that officer that this was the first time he had been 


reported, so he was let out and told to go to his 
work. He went to his shop. in the fitting-room of 
the stove contract, where he found Breen on his 
knees examining some part of a stove. He crept 
stealthily up behind him, and, seizing tHreen’s 
head, held it against his knees lixe a vise, and 
then, with the blade of a butcher’s knife, eight 
inches long by two wide and very sharp. 
commenced hacking at the instructor’s head. Be- 
fore he could be seized and taken away from his 
victim Mr. Breen had reeeived three severe scalp 
wounds, bis hat saving him from othercuts. The 
conviet was then taken by Keeper Powers, who 
was in charge of that roem, to the principal keep- 
er’s office. The fellow became very nervous as he 
realized what he had been doing and the possible 
consequences. After being stood up to the wall 
for some time the man was taken to the “jail,” a 
sort of.semi-dark cell, and locked up on rations of 
bread and water. Instructor Breen was feeling 
very sore yesterday from the cuts he received, 
and said he could almost feel the man’s 
knees pressing into his neck yet. No serious con- 
sequences are expected to ensue. 

Conway, alias Patrick Donohue, is 21 years of 
age.and serving his second term, this time having 
been “sent up” by Recorder Smyth, June 28, 1883, 
for seven and a half years for a revolting crime. 
He is a bad fellow, and when he was serving bis 
first sentence gave his keepers a great deal of 
trouble. He bas now been held, without bail, for 
assault with intent to kill, to await the action of 
the Grand Jury. When asked where he got the 
butcber’s-knife, he said he found it in the prison 
yard.

A FOG HORN HEARD TOO LATE. 
A BRIGANTINE AND A S8TEAM-SHIP IN COLLI- 
SION—THE FORMER DRIFTING AWAY. 

The steam-ship Schiedam, of the Nether- 
lands Line, which arrived from Amsterdam vyester- 
day, eame in collision with the brigantine Clifford, 
of Halifax, last Thursday morning, in latitude 
41° 16’ and longitude 66° 6’. Capt. d'Hame- 
court, of the Schiedam, reports that 
the fog was extremely dense on Thursday 
morning. The vessel was proceeding slowly and 
sounding her fog whisties at frequent intervals. 
At 9 o'clock the outlines of a sailing vessel were 
discovered right ahead, and soclose at hand that it 


was impossible toavoid her. An order was given to 
reverse the engines, but this had hardly been done 
when the two vessels came together with a crash. 
One of the plates in the port bow of the Schiedam 
was bent in at a point some ways above the water 
mark. The passengers, of whom there were over 
300 on board, behaved with great coolness. A few 
a alarm at first, but their fears were soon 
quieted. 

The sailing vessel, which proved to be the brig- 
antine Clifford, lost her bowsprit; jibboom, and 
head-gear, and had her stem steve in abeve the 
water-mark. She drifted away from the steamer, 
which followed her in order to offer assistance. 
The master of the Clifford said that he was bound 
from Jamaiea for Halifax, with a cargo of sugar, 
and asked to be towed into the latter port. Capt, 
d’Hamecourt replied that he could not do this, but 
would try to tow the vessel to New-York. This 
offer was accepted, and hawsers were passed be- 
tween the two vessels. Soon after noon the Schie- 
dam started up with the Clifford in tow. The 
weather was fine and the sea was smooth, but, 
after the Schiedam had towed the Clifford about an 
hour anda half, both hawsers parted. The brig- 
antine drifted astern and was soon lost in the fog. 
Capt. d'Hameconrt put about and went in search 
of the Clifford. Her fog horn could be heard fora 
short time after she had disappeared. The 
Schiedam was unable to find the other vessel, 
however, and she resumed her voyage. The brig- 
antine was within 160 miles ef Halifax when last 
seen. She was not leaking badly, and, the weather 
being favorable, her chances of soonreaching port 
were good. Her Captain informed one of the offi- 
cers of the Schiedam that he oould hear the fog 
whistle for half an hour before the collision. The 
fog horn of the brigantine was not neard on the 
steam-ehip untilit was too late to avoid the acci- 
dent. The Clifford is a small vessel of 183 tons.
